Palace was declared to be the fairy temple of peace and the 
palpable type of good will among men. If a similar repository 
of art and industry be again raised, it will not and cannot in 
its emblematic significance bear the same character as its 
prototype; for its inauguration will take place amidst th» 
din which will accompany the erection of multiplied fortificy 
tions. Amongst the choicest objects which it will contain will 
probably be numberless inventions for the destruction of 
life in the shape of marvellous ordnance and explosive materia! 
to which the famous Greek fire would have been a shower of rose- 
water, and, if need be, it may b> guarded by 209,900 of the flower 
of England’s youth, who, trained and practised in arm; for the 
defence of their country, are known by the simple but suggestive 
title of Volunteers. Who shall siy that, afcer all, this gallu’ 
body will not be accepted as a better guarantee for peace, at least 
for this country, than the thousand influences which we are told 
urk in the interchange of commodities and the intercourss of 
nations, and which have been, and are to be again, represented 
im an accumulation of the world’s productions in some wonderful 
fabric built up in the metrop»lis of the world of trade and com nerce?! 

There is no need now to speak of the volunteer movement as 
an accomplished fact. That would be superfluous indeed. Bat 
it is interesting, and, in truth, astonishing, to contemplate the 
entirely different character which this body has taken, as compired 
with that which it was originally supposed it would have assume, 
It was believed possible that a very irregular force might be raised 
trained to the rkilful use of the rifle, and with just so much 
knowledge of skirmishing movements as would enable it not 
too confusedly to answer to the bugle calls; and military men 
proper rather shrugged their shoulders when they thought of how 
they were to deal with troops of this kind without embarrassing 
and incumbering the disciplined and precise soldiers of the line 
Indeed, on the whole, the tactician rather indicated that he 
would be as well, if not better, without them in the day of 
trial and contest. But what is the fact now! Reviewing 
Generals, and cautious and exacting inspectors of infantry, 
have of late found themselves on various occasions in 
presence of bodies of 2000 or 3000 men who, in steadiness, 
accuracy of movement, and intelligent comprehension of what 
they are about, are entitled to rank as troops of position. 
It is currently stated that in a field-day of a large body of the 
metr: politan corps, the other day, thas which is considered a great 
test of steadiness and precision of m»vement—namely, advaacing 
in line and presenting arms—was performed with such singular 
correctness and care that it was ascertained that not txenty-five 
men of the whole were out of tims. Into the positive alvaataze 
of adopting this system in the training of the volun‘ecers it is no* 
necessary here toenter. It may be thatattention has beer 
a little too much to the attainment of the peculiar qualities of 
Britizh troops, and that a greater cultivation of the system of 
figh ting inopen order would not be out of place. But it is quite clear 
that men who in so short a time, and with such brief oppor- 
tunities of applying themselves to drill, have done that which it 
was never expected they would do, will be still more easiiy in 
structed in, and still more rapidly acquire, that mode of encoun- 
tering an enemy which we are accustomnsd to associate with the 
movements of light troops and riflemen in the stricter senso of 
the term. 

Perhaps the most remarkable circums'ance connected with this 

volunteer organisatioa is, that it has proved two things which it 
was believed were as nearly as could be impossible in this country, 
and the result of which is that there has for ever been an end pat 
to the notion that there is no military spirit and no military cap+.- 
bility among the youth and manhood of Engl and. In the firat place, 
it has been shown to demonstration that the very pick and per- 
fection of the male inhabitants of the country is imbued with the 
impulse and the high sense of duty which induces those who are 
assiduously devoting themselves to the business of civil life to take 
up arms and train themselves to their use with undeviating care and 
regularity ; while physical strength is not wantiag, aad that aptitu le 
for the acquirement of the necessary knowledge is still more within 
their capability. In the next place, and that a very important 
consideration, it is fully ascertained that, amidst thedin and fluster 
and hurry of that work to which men in every station of life in 
this country apply themselves, time has been fo und in which those 
who desire to become the civic guard of their country can acquire 
the technical skill and the mechanical knowledge which is 
indispensable to the perfection, and even tothe bare utility, of a 
volunteer force, Those whose pursuits are most sedentary, and 
on the whole most engrossing, are found for so many half days 
n the week in regular attendance on their drill. Others 
natch from the hours of rest, in the early morning or the late 
vening, the time required for their going through that which is 
n iteelf a trying ordeal; for, although it is all very well when 
companies and battalions have reached that point at which their 
training culminates in the production of a well-got-up and in- 
formed soldier, and when the show which they make and the 
consciousness of that power which is derived from training 
render the fatigue of soldierly movements just as much an 
amusement as rowing or cricketing, yet only those who have 
gone through it can tell of the shamefacedness, the positive 
agonies, of that early initiation which is wrought out under the 
direction of the drill-sergeant. We are quite sure that a respect- 
able middle-class gentleman would rather face three armed 
Zouaves with his bare fists than allow the laughing eye of a 
spectator to rest on him when he is struggling with the ludicrous 
antics of the goose step. 

Then we hear on all sides admissions of the wonderful effect 
which drill and the performance of military evolutions, especially 
in the case of position-drill and the bayonet exercise, his on the 
development of the muscular power and the physical strength of 
our youthful volunteers. Gentlemen who in a few years would 
have grown pursy, and young men whose occupations have com. 
pelled them to lay aside the ordinary exercises and athletic sports 
of youth, recover their elasticity of limb and their power of lung: 
and, if this movement goes on, narrow chests and contracted 
shoulders and stooping gait will be banished from among us, 
and agrand physical development will bring the English race 
into a unity of bodily strength and a universal perfection of 
form for which nature‘ has afforded so excellent and so re 











markable a foundation. Nor let it be forgotten that, to 
the other elements of training, this unprecedentedly wet and 
cold and inclement spring and summer has added that very 
important qualification of being able to bear the brunt of exposure 
to weather. If it be true, as we hear, that the volunteers as a 
body have not only not been deterred by rain and wind and 
storm from carrying on their regular training out of doors for the 
last three months, it is quite certain that they are far advanced in 
preparation for a campaign in the field. It is said that consider- 
able astonishment was excited among foreigners—who, it is said, 
are watching the volunteers and their doings with an interest and 
an attention which is perfectly intelligible—at witnessing some 
two or three thousand of this force on a recent occasion calmly 
going through the mancouvres of a field-day in the midst of one of 
those deluges of rain with which we have been visited of late. 

All honour, all credit, all gratitude to this noble movement? The 
world looks on it with something Jike amazement, and some parts 
of the world perhaps with another feeling. The country glories in 

it; and perhaps there never was an occasion when the manhood of 

England could stand in so proud a position as when, in the 
presence of their Sovereign, and before the delighted and sym- 
pathising eyes of thousands of their countr ymen and country- 
women, as large a section of this grand national force as could be 
assembled in a given space, at least within the metropolis, is 
spread in gallant array over the area of Hyde Park, 





POREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 
FRANCE, 

The Emperor, who set out for Baden yesterday week, returned to 
the Tuileries at ten o'clock on Monday morning. A Council of 
Ministers was held immediately afterwards. 

At a Council of Ministers, held at Fontainebleau on Wednesday, 
under the presidency of the Emperor, M. Tnouvenel, Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, read the circular note to be addressed by the 
French Government to the Powers which signed the final act of 
Vienna, in order to demand their recognition of the new settlement 
of the French frontiers, resulting from the accomplished fact of the 
annexation of Savoy ani Nice to France, 

The Moniteur contains several decrees regulating the customs 
administration and the military organisation of Savoy and Nice. 

According to a project of law which has been submitted to the 
Corps Legislatif, Savoy will form two departments. 

Marshal! Vaillant has arrived in Paris. 

The stste of Prince Jerome's health sti'l causes grevt anxiety. 

The Opinion Nationale has received a second avertissement for the 
publication of Victor Hugo's speech. 


SPAIN. 
The Senate has unanimously refused to receive the manifesto of 
Don Juan. The dravght of the Budget for the ensuing year has 


been presented to the Cortes. The Ministry has requested the rati- 
fication of the payment of arrears which was made on the demand of 
England. The Government has presented projects of law for the 
sale and replacing of the landed property of the Church, and has 
announced its mtention of introducing projects of law for reforming 
the tariff, 

NAPLES. 

An official Netpolitan despatch gives details of the capture of the 
two steamers with Garibaldians by the Neapolitan frigate F'u/minante, 
mentioned last week. ‘They displayed the Sardinian and American 
flags, and had on board 25,000 muskets, 32 cannon, 2,000,000Ib. of 
powder, and a considerable sum of money. Eight hundred armed 
passengers were mae prisoners, and were, together with the 
steamers, conveyed to Gaeta on the 12th inst The Sardinian Ambas- 
sador bas demanded the restitution of the two steamers and their 
eight hundred passengers as thoy had passports for Malta. Mr. 
Eliiot, the English Ambassador, has supported fhis demand. 

It is asserted that the King has dismissed Lanza, Letizia, and three 
other Generals of Sicily, and has exiled them to the Island of Ischia. 

Naples is reported as on the eve of a revolt. Several columns of 
troops have been concentrated to be in readiness to march upon the 
laces which might be threatened. Ammunition and provisions had 

een sent to the Abruzzi. 

The Commander de Martino returned to Naples yesterday week, 
his mission to the Emperor of the French having, it is said, com- 
pletely failed. ‘'t is stated that the Emperor, in reply to M. de 
Martino, said, ‘Six weeks ago I could have accepted, and should 
have been happy to accept, the rdle of a mediator, but posterior 
engagements prevent my doing so to-day.” It is also stated that the 
Commander renounced his intention of going to London, being con- 
vinced that his mission would be of no avail at the Foreign Office. 


UNITED STATES. 

The House of Representatives, after soma opposition from 
southern members, has finally passed the bill appropriating 
220,000 dols, for sending home and supporting the captured Africans, 

Senator Sumner made a long and elaborate speech in favour of the 
bill for the admission of Kansas, and availed himself of the oppor- 
tunity for uttering the most vehement denunciations against slavery. 
The friends of Kansas were despairing of her admission into the 
Union this session. 

The New York Shipping List says the probability was that Con- 
gress would adjourn on or about the 18th of June, in which case the 
chances were that in the interim nothing but the Appropriation Bills 
would be passed. The majority in the House, it is said, would 
not consent to a loan or a reissue of Treasury notes unless the 
Administration majority in the Senate would agree to the new Tariff 
Bill. 

There was some talk of another reconsideration of the rejected 
Mexican treaty. 

The Japanese Princes, accom panied by the principal officors and the 
Naval Commission, proceeded to the Executive Mansion on the 5th 
inst. to take leave of the Pres ident. The latter received them in the 
Blueroom, in company with General Cass and several other gentle- 
men. The intercourse was cordial and comparatively of long 
continuance, 

The prospects of the Pacific Railroad Bill were very uncertain. 

There are unfavourable accoun ts as to the next tobacco crop. In 
some parts of Virginia the yield was not expected to be more than 
one-fourth of an average one. 

A terrible tornado swept the eastern part of Iowa and the north- 
western portion of Illinois on the 3rd inst. It lasted only two 
minutes and a half, but in that short time was productive of truly 
harrowing consequences. The towns of Comanche, Iowa, Albany, 
and Illinois, were entirely demolished; the inhabitants being 
mostly buried in the ruins. The total loss of life was estimated at 
150 persons. 

INDIA. 


The Bombay mail, with dates from that part of India to the 24th of 
May, has arrived. An anti-income-tax demonstration had been held 
at Madras, but in opposition to this expression of opinion must be 
noted the fact that the Rajsh of Burdwan, ‘‘ the greatest zomindar 
in Bengal,” had written a letter in favour of Mr. Wilson’s system of 
taxation. Public opinion in India appears to be greatly divided as 
to the effect of these measures. 

The journey of the Governor-General, the departure of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief and Sir Hugh Rose for Calcutta, and the assumption 
of the Bombay command by Sir William Mansfield are amongst tho 
most prominent items of intelligence. The latest news of the 
Governor-General brings him to Ailahabad, where he rested for a day, 
and was to proceed on the evening of the 15th ult. on his downward 
journey to Calcutta, 

Sir Hugh Rose has left Bombay to assume the chief command of 
the Indian army on the departure of Lord Clyde. 

A telegram of the 7th instant from General Chamberlain’s 
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at Pe informs us that the eo of that town, which is the 
capital of the Mahsood Wuzerees, sent out representatives to 
pray for terms of peace. ‘Two days before the British troops had 
utterly defeated and broken the army of the Wuzerees, which 

strongly posted on the hills and protected in front by stockades, hid 
vainly attempted to defend the mountain pass which opened the way 
to Kaneegorum. ‘The expedition may now be considered at an end. 


CHINA, 

_ The latest intelligence we have received from China is of so con- 
flicting a nature that it is impossible to say with certainty whether 
the ultimatum has been accepted or not. e China Mail, which is 
the best-informed of the Hong-Kong journals, affirms confidently 
that it has not been rejected, and that the answer of the Chinese

THE REVOLUTION IN SICILY. 


THERE is little positive news to a late date of Garibaldi’s pro- 
ceedings. He appears, however, to be concentrating his forces at 
Palermo, and providing for the exigencies of the kingdom ‘of which 
for the time he finds himself a Dictator. He has organised a division 
under the command of Colonel Tiirr, and has re-established the 
property tax on its anterior footing. The Opinione of Turin 
announces that M. La Farina has arrived safely at Palermo with 
arms and money, and that Garibaldi has appointed him Minister of 
the Interior, Among the last decrees issued by Garibaldi is one 
which declares that the domains of the Crown in the island are to 
be divided between the volunteers who have followed Garibaldi and 
the poor citizens who have taken part in the revolt. 

The convocation of a Sicilian Parliament according to the laws of 
1848 is shortly expected, for the p e of ratifying the proclama- 
tion which decrees the forfeiture of the rights of the Souter, and 
the union of Sicily to the kingdom of Sardinia, under Victor 
Emmanuel. 

By a despatch from Palermo, dated June 10, we learn that a decree 
of Garibaldi fixes the 18th of June for the levy of men furnished by 
the conscription, and the 20th of June for the departure of the con- 
scripts for Palermo and Catania. Another decree orders the collecting 
of horses and military stores, These decrees are caused by the 
necessity of energetically pushing on the war in favour of Italian 
unity. Some cannon have been cast. Thousands of pikes have been 
distributed among the inhabitants. The Council of Defence of the 
town has ordered the ba:ricades to be carefully kept up. The Arch- 
bishop of Palermo has paid a personal visit to Garibaldi. 

The secret committee at Messina are in correspondence with 
Garibaldi, and Catania has been evacuated. There are rumours of 
an insurrection in Calabria, but the fact of Garibaldians having 
landed at Catenzaro, as once stated, is denied. 

Several persons found plundering have been shot by order of 
Garibaldi. The General has opened a national subscription on behalf 
of the war, to which the Archbishop and all the noble familics in 
Sicily have subscribed. 

The lest intelligence from Palermo states that the Neapo'itan 
troops have entirely evacuated the place, after having disarmed the 
citadel, spiked the guns, thrown the ammunition into the sea, and 
done as much injury as possible to whatever stores and materia’s 
they could uot take with them. Companies of sailors are to be 
formed and sent to the ports nov in possession of the insurgents to 
assist in the disembarkation aud embarkation of troops—operations 
which are difficult even for Governments engaged in rezular war- 
fare, and which are necessarily stil] more so for the volunteers of 
Garibsldi, who have to act clandes‘inely, and to escaps the Neapolitan 
cruisers, which every day become more rumerous and active. 

Large numbers of voluntcers have sailed from Genoa to join 
Garibaldi. A letter from Genoa, in giving an account of the de- 
paiture of several vesselsladen with volunteors, arms, and stores for 

saribaldi states that, as an instance of the enthusiasm of the popu- 
lation, cighty boatmen, who had been engaged to embark the cargo 
of the above mentioned vessels, unanimously refused to accept any 
remuncratiou, and all the others, 160 in number, on learning what 
was to be done, earnestly desired to take part in the work on the 
some conditions. 

A letter from Cagliari, dated June 12, says:—‘‘ Two steamers 
bearirg the American flag entered the harbour this morning, havin 
on board volunteers for Sicily. The Washington has 1400 men an 
the Oregon between 300 and 400, With the exception of the American 
captain and an American artist, the vesse!s have had no communica- 
tion with the shore. According to the statement of the captain of 
the Oregon, these steamers are only awaiting the arrival of another, 
which has a lerge sailing-vessel in tow, and have together 3000 more 
volunteers. ‘Garibaldi's Englishman’ is on board the Wushington. 
The ardour and zeal with which these men have taken up the cause 
of Sicily may be estimated by the privations to which they subject 
themselves, The American artist showed me a sketch on board the 
Washington, and the manver in which the men—men of wealth and 
fomily—sre huddled together is truly revolting. They have s:arcely 
sitting room, end that during the excessive heat in sucha latitude as 
this! Noslave-ship during her middle passage ever presented such 
a scene.” 

One or two brief but interesting despatches were laid upon the 
table of the House of Commons yesterday se’nnight. One of them 
is from Admiral Mundy, dated *‘ I/annibal, Palermo, June 3,” in 
which he describes the scene produced by the bombardment as 
** most borrib’e,” a great district of the city having beon entirely 
consumed, and whole families burnt alive; while the Neapolitan 
troops had been guilty of frightful atrocities. 1300 shells had been 
thrown into the devoted city from ships of war and the citadel, besides 
grape, canister, and round-shot. Such is the Admiral’s plain, un- 
varnished tale, The friends of freedom, while they execrate the 
tyranny which has borne such fruits, will exuit in the contrast 
which Garibaldi’s policy presents to it. ‘‘ Tae conduct of Geueral 
Garibaldi,” says Admiral Mundy, “ both during the hostiiities and 
since their suspension, has been noble and generous.” 

According to a despatch from Naples, the Neapolitans still retain 
in Sicily not only Messina, Syracuse, and Agosto, but also Milazzo 
and Licata. The former place is situated on the road between 
Messina and Palermo, and the Jatter serves for victualling Syracuse.

The Sardinian Cabinet having officially communicated to the 
Federal Council the cession of Savoy and Nice to France, a new note has 
been addressed to the diferent Powers by Switzerland, protesting against 
the cession of Northern Savoy to France.

Tae ContemrpLtateD Norta Artantic TeLearara.—Her 
Majesty's ship Bulldog, Captain Sir L. M‘Clintock, has sailed for the m1" 
of surveying the route for the proposed North Atlantic Telegraph. t is 
understood that the soundings will embrace the seas between Scotland and 
the Faroe Isles, Iceland, Greenland, and Hamilton's Inlet, on the Labrador 
coast. ‘Lhe expedition will also, on its return, take a line of soundings fifty 
miles south of the outward voyage. To complete the survey of the whole 
route the steam-yacht Fox bas been purchased, and Captain Allen Young, 
of Arctic reputation, engaged to proceed in command of her to survey the 
coasts where the cables will be laid. Experienced gentlemen will also 
acecm pany the expedition to determine the land route. 

Arrremrt To Sxoor THE JupGes or Tar Court or TovLovst.— 
A startling occurrence took place in the Imperial Court of Toulouse, the 
other day. The President and other members of the Court were about to 
retire, when a man sitting in the body of the Court drew a pistol and fired 
at the officers. The weapon burst, and the pieces were scattered in all 
directions, some very narrow escapes having occurred The bullet went 
within a small distance of the President. The President recognise’ the 
map as Casimir Guilhem ; and a young woman said that some recent law- 
suits bad turned his brain, according to her husband's opinion. Guilhem 
declared he had been ruined by unjust decrees of the Court, and that he 
intended to kill not only the President, but some of the other Judges; and 
then added :—“ I've miseed my mark this time ; but if I get out from here 
I wil) not miss it next time” He was at once tried and condemned to 
hard labour for life. There is little doubt, however, of his insanity. 
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LATEST NEWS FROM ABROAD. 


The following telegrams were received through Mr. Reuter’s office 
yesterday (Friday) :— 

AMERICA.— Queenstown, Thursday.—The Liverpool, New York, 
and Philadelphia Company’s steamer Glasgow, from New York on 
the 9th inst., has arrived. She brings 414,000 dols. in specie. A 
bill had been passed in the Senate carrying iato effect the Asiatic 
treaties, Ata meeting of Republicans at Cooper’s Institute resolu- 
tions indorsing the proceedings of the Chicago Convention were 
unanimously passed, Genoral Walker and a few officers have gone 
to Central America. Advices from Vera Cruz were to the 30th 
ult. The diplomatic corps had suspended relations with 
Miramon’s Government. Miramon was surrounded by Urazay’s 
troops without a change of escape. The American Minister would 
return home if the Mexican treaty were not ratified. 


Marseilles, Thursday.— The following advicss from Con 
stantinople to the 13th inst. have been received here, and are for- 
warded under reserve :—Sanguinary disturbances had taken place 
in Alban‘a. The Dragoman of the Austrian Consulate had been assas- 
sinated at Scutari. The Albanians, in virtue of their privileges dating 
from the time of Iskander, had refused to pay the taxes, or tocontribute 
to the conscription, both of which the Christians refused to bearalone. 
The Grand Vizier had arrived at Schumla. On his journey thither 
be dismissed or imprisoned several Turkish and some Greek func- 
tionaries for abuse of their authority. The Porte had sent Vely 
Pacha to Beyrout as Extraordinary Commissioner in order to 
institute an inquiry. Namick Pacha had been appointed 
commander of tke forces in the Lebanon, to which dis- 
trict two steamers were to have transported troops, but 
want of money caused the project to be abanione The 
army was exasperated at not having received its arrears of 
pay, and a military revolt was apprehended. The Ambassadors had 
concerted and sent identical instructions to the different Consuls in 
Syria in order to prevent fresh disasters. 

Fifteen hundred houses had been burnt in the Turkish quarter of 
Constantinople. 








THE CONFERENCE AT BADEN. 


THE Imperial and Royal Congress at Baden-Baden has passed off 
ratisfactorily, it is said, to all parties, The interview between the 
Emperor Napoleon and the Prince Regent of Prussia is described as 
having been most cordial ; and the general result of the conferences 
with the German Princes is likely to be favourable to peace. The 
Corgress lasted from yesterday week till Monday. 

The Prince Regent of Prussia, having had an interview with the 
Kirg of Hanover, left Berlin on Wednesday week for Baden, and 
was followed on Friday by the Duke of Coburg-Gotha, reaching the 
town at noon. Three hours later followed the Kings of Saxony, 
Harover, and Wurtemberg, and on their arrival the German 
£overeigns held a preliminary conference, at which “an agreeable 
uran'mity” was mavifested. At seven p.m. the Emperor Napoleon 
arrived, ard took up his residence at the Villa Stephanie. aving 
dined with his suite, he was visited by the Prince Regent of Prussia, 
who remained three-quarters of an hour. The interview, according 
to the Pays, was most cordial, and was represented in communica- 
tions exchanged between Berlin and Vienna as a most “‘ auspicious 
event,” and as ‘‘a token of the general pacification of Germany 
and Europe.” After his interview with tho Prince Regent, the 
Emperor intended to surprise the Duchess of Hami'ton, daughter of 
the Grand Duchess Stephanie, but did not find herat home. He 
thereupon took tea with the Grand Duke of Baden, the Dukes of 
Wiemar and Coburg, residing in the Duke of Baden’s palace, only 
being present. 

On Saturday a grand déjetiner, attended by all tho Sovereigns, took 
place in the Old Palace. ‘Ihe weather was very fine. The Emperor, 
the Prince Regent, and the other Sovereigus breakfasted at the 
Grand Duke’s palace. In the course of the day the Kiugs of Saxony, 
Bavaria, and Hanover again visited the Emperor, and at five p.m. 
they all dined together at the Grand Duke’s palace, the Grand Dake 
of Nassau having arrived and joined the company. 

On Sunday afternoon another conference was held at the residence 
of the King of Bavaria, and was attended by the four Kings, and 
by the Grand Dukes of Hesse Darmstadt and Nassau. Before dinner 
the Empcror Napoleon presented the Grand Cordon of the Legion of 
Horour to the King of Hanover. In the evening there was an 
assemb'ée at the villa of the Duchess of Hamilton, at which the 
Emperor took leave of the Sovereigns, all of whom were present, 
and, having repeated ‘‘ pacific assurances,” departed at 10 p.m for 
Strasburg. 

On Monday afternoon the Prince Regent of Prussia assembled the 
German Sovereigns in the castle to thank them for having been pre- 
sent at his meeting with the Emperor of the French in order to 
receive together the peaceful assurances of his Majesty. His Royal 
Highnees said :—* The maintenance of the iatezrity of Germany will 
always be my principal care. In pursuance of this object I shall not 
allow myself to be influenced even by the consideration that my 
ideas in the progress and aims of the Prussian and German policy 
are not shared by rome confederate Princes. In order to come to 
scme understanJling, Austria has taken some steps to which | attach 
great velue. Should an understanding be brought about I shall 
communicate it to the German Princes.’ The Prince Regent con- 
cluded thus :—‘“‘I shall continue the line of policy which I have 
pursued till now in reference to Prussia and Germany, and I hope 
that other German Governments will join me in this course of 
policy.” 

The Kirg of Wurtemberg, in the name of the Federal Govera- 
ment, returned thanks for the patriotic representation of the interests 
of Germany by Prussia. His Majesty also expressed a desire that 
an understanding should be brought about between Prussia and 
Austria. The Sovereigns offered their good offices for that purpose. 
The King of Wurtemberg informed the Prince Regent that the 
German Governments are occupied in drawing up a military conven- 
tion, which adopts as nearly as possible the Prussian views on 
military organisation and her proposa!s respecting reforms. His 
Majesty, in conclusion, said :—‘* That the Federal Governmen's, on 
their part, expected that Prussia should take conciliatory steps ia 
reference to German policy.” 

The Grand Duke of Baden then said ‘‘ that t iis declaration of his 
Majesty the King of Wurtemberg could not bo made ia ths names 
of all the Federal Governments, as several important Governments 
had not taken part in the discussions relative to the said military 
convention. Baden could not give her adherence to the Prassian 
proposals.” 

The next morning the Kings of Hanover and Saxony took their 
departure. 

The Maniteur of Tuesday, remarking upon the conferenco, says :— 
**The Emperor’s visit to Baden will doubtless have a favourable 
result. It was necessary that such a step should have been spon- 
taneously taken, to silence the unanimous concert of evil rumours 
and false appreciations. The Emperor, in going to explain freely to 
tke united Sovereigns that his policy would never deviate from the 
principles of right and justice, must have carried into minds eo noble 
and so free from prejudice the conviction which true sentiments, 
explained with sincerity, cannot fail to inspire. The reciprocal rela- 
ticns between the members of this assembly were more than 
courteous.” The Moxiteur then draws attention to and gives datails 
of the different meetings which have taken place, and concludes as 
follows :—‘‘ Thus all who desire the re-establishment of confidence, 
and the continuation of friendly international relations, should 
felicitate themselves upon a conference which consolidates the peace 
of Europe.”

ROYAL ACADEMY EXGIBITION. 
(FIFTH NOTICE.) 

It is gratifying, after forcing one’s way through crowds listlessly 
staring at med:ocrities, to light occasionally upon a work which one 
may pronounce of undoubted and eminent merit—one displaying 
promise as well as achievement, thought as well a3 executiva skill ; 
and of such character unquestionably is the little picture of ‘‘ Moses” 
(346), by S. Solomon, which hangs near the side door on the right 
in the west room. Let us not be niggardly in our praise of this 
work, which we have glanced at again and again with curiosity and 
admiration as we have forced our way through tangled crinolines to 
canvases of larger pretensions, ard which grew upon us more and 
more at each glimpse we had of it, and is since confirmed in our good 
opinion upon a closer and more careful inspection. Tae incident, as 
we understand the picture, is that of the mother of the infant Moses 
preparing to place it away on the banks of the Nile on the 
chance of its escaping the cruel sentence of extermination which 
had been sent forth against all the newly born of her nation. 
The scene is supposed to pass in the humble dwelling of the 
persecuted Israelite, and through the small unglazed window is 
seen one of the pyramids, the supposed product of the labour of 
God’s people, now enslaved and suffering. The spectator on first 
stopping before this picture may be startled, as we were, at the 
boldness of the artist in representing the family of Moses as of the 
peculiar type of feature and complexion which the Jewish nation 
may be supposed to have displayed at that early period— prominent 
nose ; large, oval-shaped, dark eyes ; strongly-marked mouth ; black 
hair, with a natural wave in it, &c.; but after a very little reflection 
he will become reconciled to a peculiarity which was almost rendered 
necessary by the occasion, and which fixes the identity of the subject 
in a way which would not have been possible with any other 
matorials. And when we come to look further into those sd, ex- 
pressive faces of the mother and the younger sister beside her, as 
they hang over the little innocent whom they are about to intrust 
to the merty of Providence upon the waters,—when we dwell 
upon tke pent-up agony depicted in that last fond look— we 
are compelled to admit that under no other selection of features, 
real or conventional, could so much have been done. Even the little 
brown-headed child but partially seen in a back view appeals to our 
sympathy as he lifts his tiny hands imploriogly t» his mother. 
Beside stands the younger sister already mentioned, with a rude 
wicker basket and coarse blanket in her hand, in which in another 
instant the helpless child will be deposited. A more touching, a 
more impressive domestic group it would almost be impossible to 
imagine ; and how is its interest heightened and increased when we 
contemplate it in association with the grand historical event of which 
it was an incident. It remains to be added that the technical per- 
formance is of the highest order; the rounding and relief of the 
figures, the flesh-modeling, the colour, the textural surfaces in 
every part, all excellent. 

Miss R. Solomon hasa clever picture, “ Pez Woffiagton’s Visit to 
Triplett” (269), suggested by the following passage in Caarles 
Reade’s clever novel :—“If it was art, glory be to such art so 
worthily applied, and honour to such creatures as this, that come 
like sunshine into poor men’s houses and tune drooping hearts to 
daylight and hope.” The expression of the faces in every 
gradation and variety of cheerfulness, gratitude, and admiration is 
charmingly conceived, and most pleasant to view. The colouring is 
as bright and healtby as the subject. 

Another work of considerable merit, of the thoughtful class, is 
** The Morning of the Duel” (414), by W. J. Graat. The brief 
extract from Shakspeare— 


What! gone without a word? 


is fit comment upon the little scene here urriedly enacted. The 
poor young wife, who has sat up all that long, troublous night (the 
candles on the table are just flickering in the sockets) has at length 
fallen into an unquiet sleep, from sheer exbaustion, whon the 
husband, urged by his friend, seizes the opportunity to steal away 
to the appointed deadly encounter, casting a look of remorse and 
tenderness at the flushed and careworn features of the loved one 
whom his rash act may be about to consign to widowhood. There 
is considerable dramatic power in this little picture, the execution 
of which, particularly in the hands, and the flesh generally, and in 
many — of detail, shows a skilled and feeling brush. 

In the north room, too, is a picture of ‘elegant sentiment, elegant 
in the treatment, by A. Johnstone, ‘‘ ‘He cometh not,’ she said” 
(542), which, though unquestionably deserving of a better place, 
will not fa'l to attract the attention of the judicious observer even 
where itis. It is a single female figure, life size, with hands loosely 
joined, resting on the ledge of an old stone wall, her intelligent, 
ladylike features marked with pensive melancholy. Her dross is 
simply a silver-grey shawl, which havgs in easy folds from the 
shoulders ; and the colour throughout is subdued, save in the sky, 
which is dark and angry, lighted below by a last gleam from the 
setting sun. A few ivy leaves trailing up the stonework overhead 
= a poetic finish to the composition, and allegorically illustrate 

w pertinaciously the affections cling around old objects of love, 
even when cold and senseless as stone. 

** Voices from the Sea” (537), by P. R Morris, is a cheorful little 
picture, which will awaken a response in many a heart. The 
children gambol and shout on the seashore as they hail the well- 
known fishing-craft in the offing ; and the sea curls and bubbles at 
their fect in the little broken novk in the shore; and all is life, and 
motion, and bursting health. 

* Little Red Riding Hood” (552), by Sant, is full of that juvenile 
naive character in which the artist is always so happy; and is forcibly, 
yet harmoniously, coloured. There are half a Sion other con- 
tributions by the same hand, of which, however, we will only par- 
ticularise ‘‘The Cornfield” (127), a capital group of three youug 
children enjoying themselves in a close field of ripened corn; and 
a very clever ‘‘ Study of Scotch Firs, Blade Park, Iver Heath” (220). 

Redgrave delights still in his close-wooded scenes, with littio 
incidents of child-life to give them a romantic colour. ‘‘ Seeking 
the Bridle Road ” (233) shows a parklike seclusion, with a group of 
young cavaliers inquiring their way of arustic. The air, and height, 
end intricacies of the plantation are successfully realised. ‘ The 
Children in the Wood— Tre Evening” (235), and ‘‘ The Children in 
the Wood—The Morn‘ng” (238), are very gracefully treated, and 
bave a smack of old schoolday romance about them which old and 
ycung must acknowledge. 

C, Landseer exhibits careful painting and the hand of an ascom- 
plisked master in ‘‘ The Maid of Llangollen” (18) drawing water at 
a rocky spring; and in his little pet spaniel dog ‘‘ Trust” (313), 
luxuriating on velvet chair, and looking wistfully at a lump of sugar 
which bas just been placed before his nose by the elegant fingers of 
his lady mistress. 

To wind up this article with anothor Royal Academician or two. 
Creswick’s two landscapes are characterised by that true feeling for 
nature, and the genius of English scenery in pee which he usually 
displays, combined with that perfection of finish in which he has but 
few rivals. There is still, however, a little coldness and dryness in 
his touch which we would ladly see him get rid of. ‘* A Roughish 
Road’ (148), with the rude boulders of a watercourse partly dried 
up in the foreground, and the trunk of a tree lying across the road, 
is finely composed. ‘A Relic of Old Times” (262) exhibits a broad 
river surface pouring on towards a one-arched bridge at the foot of 
a ruined castle, and seen under a nice mixture of light and shale. 

A. Cooper displays his usual variety of cavalry and sporting 
subjects, which he paints in his accustomed neat but somewhat 
dry manner. There is considerable spirit thrown into the scone of 
“‘ Major-Gene-al Skipper’s Troop of Horse Artillery Attackiug and 
Capturing the King’s Guns at the Battle of Naseby” (134). The 
equestrian portrait of ‘ General Sir Edward Cust,§Co'onel of the 
16th (Queen’s) Lancers (307), may be commended for the care 
bestowed upon it, ard the apparent truthfulness of the likeness. 
** Counting the Day's Sport” (312), ‘‘ Snipe-shooting” (318), « 

“* Grouse-shooting” (295) will be appreciated by the lovers of the field 
sports which they illustrate.

wishing to impeach the infallibility of the hangiag committee, we 
would yet venture very confidently to suggest for their considera- 
tion whether, if this extraordinary production had been the modest 
offering of an “ outsider,” it would have been placed where it is, on 
the line in the great room, or “ placed” at all. 


Mr. Bebnes has just completed the model for his statue of General 
Havelock intended to be placed in fTrafalgar-square, ani it is now 
in course of casting at the Pimlico foundry. ‘lhe figare is twelve 
feet high, and is remarkable for its soldierlike bearing and the manly 
simplicity of the treatment. Another statue of the hero of Lucknow, 
by the same artist, a commission from the towa of Sunderland, his 
natiye place, is nearly ready for casting.

General Sir Robert John Harvey died on Monday eveiing at 
his residence, Mousehold House, near Norwich. The death of the gallant 
officer causes a vacancy in the colonelcy of the 2nd West India Regiment. 


Tre Vicrorta Cross is to be conferred on Pensione1 Sergeant 
H. Hartigan, of the {th Lancers, and on Sergeant Robert Ewart and 
Private Patrick M‘Hale, both of the Ist battalion 5th Regiment, for acts 
of bravery performed by them in India. 


The General Commanding in-Chief inspected, last Satu-day 
afterncon, the troops at the Indian dépot at Warley, near Brentwood. The 
entire strength of the dépot is at present 1211 men, and the mancenv-es 
through which the troops passed were executed in a manner which 
forth general approbation. 


The annual award of cadetships and distribution of prizes 
to the —_ at the Royal Naval School, New-cross, took place on Tuesday, 
in the large schoolroom, which was gaily decorated with flags, oo 
and flowers. An encouraging report of the progreas of the pupils was 
presented by the examiners, 


Tue METROPOLITAN VOLUNTEERS, to the number of about 
5000 had a grand field-day and preliminary review, in the Regent's Park, 
last Saturday. Lord Elcho took the chief command, and Colonel M M irdo, 
Inspector-General of Volunteers, watched the review. The evolutions wera 
performed with remarkable steadiness and precision, and Colonel M’Murdo 
expressed his high satisfaction at what he had witnessed. 


Tue Roya Mruirary AcADEMy, Woo_wicnh —The General 
Commanding-in-Chief, in his capacity of President of the Council of Mili- 
tary Education, on Tuesday honoured the Royal Military Academy at 
Woolwich by a general inspection, under arms, of the company of gentle- 
men cadets studying at the institution, and dispensed the prizes issued as 
rewards of merit to those who had excelled in the various studies entered 
into by the competitive class during the past half year. 


Kirte Votunteer Review at Cuester.—A most interesting 
inepection and review of rific volunteers mainly connected with Chesbire 
took place on Wednesday afternoon on the Roodee, or Chester racecourse ; 
and it was followed by the presentation of a handsome silver bugle, bearia, 
an inscription—‘‘ Tu the Cnester corps, by Lady Louisa Brooke, on beha 
of her husband, Captain Brooke, of the 6th Cheshire Compiny.” The pro- 
ceedings attracted an immense nutober of spectators from Chester and the 
surrcunding districts, it being estimated that from 35,000 to 40,000 persons 
were £0 situated onthe stands and around the Rhodee as to witness the 
proceedings, while the adjoining streets were 8» crowded as to be almost 
im passable.

Jammes’s Palaces, last Satur- 
day, celebrated the 200ih anniversary of the formation of tte first or 
Grenadier Regiment of Foot Guards. His Royal Highness the Prince 
Consort, who holds the colonelcy of the regiment, presided, and was ushered 
into the dining-hal] at a quarter-past eight o'clock, fullowed by nearly 200 

uests. Among them were bis Royal Highness the Duke of Cambridge, 
Sir Richard Airey, Lord De Grey, Lord Rukeby, Lord Combermere, Sir J. 
Scark tt, Sir Edw. Lugard, Lord Fred. Paulett, C.B , and the Chaplain-General. 
The splendid ball was brilliantly illuminated, and its walls decorated with 
the colours, standards, and trophies of the regiment. The great bulk of 
the company attended in plain evening dress, but the cluster of stars, 
orders, crosses, and medals which most of them displayed, unmistakably 
betokcned their military rank and renown. ‘The monotony of civil cos- 
tume was agreeably relieved by the uniforms of those officers of the corps 
who happened that day to be on regimentul duty. The dinner over, and 
the health of ber Majesty honoured enthusiastically, Lieutenant-Colonel 
Lewis, the acting Colonel of the Grenadier Guards, gave ‘“‘ His Royal 
Highness the Prince Consort, our Colonel.” This toast was drunk als» amid 
enthusiastic cheering. The Prince Consort, in proposing the toast of the 
evening, indulged in a review of the services which the Grenadiers have 
performed during the two centuries of their existence, commencing with 
the siege and capture of Namur and ending with the struggle before 
Sebastopol. 


METROPOLITAN NEWS. 


The Royal Botanic Society held its second flower and fruit show 
this seaton on Wednesday, in its beautiful gardens, Regent’s Park, and, 
despite the melancholy state of the weather, the company was numerous.

BirTHS AND Dratus.—Last week the births of 879 boys and 
878 girls (in all 1752 children) were registered in London. In the ten cor- 
responding weeks of the years 1850.59 the average number was 1495. 
The deaths in London, which had fallen to 969 in the first week of the 
present month, rose to 1064 in the week that ended last Saturday. For the 
wecks corresponding with last week in ten years, 185059, the average 
number of deaths, after correction for increase of population, will be found 
to be 1070. 

Tue Lorps and Tne Parer Duty.—On Wednesday evening 
a public meeting of the inhabitants of the city of Westminster and of the 
roctropolis generally was held in the large hall of the Whittington Club, to 
protest against the aggression of the House of Lords upon the con titu- 
ticnal rights of the people. The hall was crowded. Mr. Henry Berkey, 
M.P. for Bristol, was unanimously voted to the chair. Resolutions de- 
nouncing the conduct of the House of Lords with respect to the paper 
cuty were carried with only three or four dissentients, the expression of 
opinion being atl but unanimous. 

Tue Merrorouitan Scnoois’ Coora FestivaL.—This interest- 
ing musical display, supported by 5000 voices, under the able direction 
cf Mr. C. W. Martin, came cff at the Crystal Palace last Saturday, to the 
entire satisfaction of an iramense auditory. The selections of sacre1 mus‘c 
were carefully sung, a fine effect being produced by the sweet notes of the 
children’s vc ices ; and in the secular part the part-songs were rendered in 
an cqually satisfactory manner. At the conclusion of the concert the 
whole of the upper eeries of fountains were played, and the crowds of merry 
cLildren sported theraselves on the pleasant slopes aud broad walks of the 
gardens a the palace.

As one goes through the pages 
of the book, whether in the 
simple, gentle, current of the 
autobiography, or in the free and 
affectionate correspondence, the 
feeling which arises is that we 
have come in contact with a 
happy man. Everything which 
we here learn of Leslie testifies 
to his good taste and good 
feeling ; and, although he appears 
to have been a man of essentially 
quiet habits, he saw not a little of 
society, and that of a kind which 
was not accessible to every man 
even of his rank in the profes- 
sion. The characteristic notices 
of his brother artists, of which 
the work contains a number, re- 
markable for unconscious point 
and vigour, are not among the 
least interesting portions of the 
narrative.

refused to listen to any appals from King Bomba; and it is 
stated that the English commander at Naples has demanded the 
surrender of the persons who were taken on board the two 
captured steam-boats, those prisoners having passports to Malta- 
If so, and the Pharaoh of the Peninsula should happily have 
bis heart eufficiently hardened to refuse to let them go, the reign 
of the Bourbons is over with the first discharge from an English 
versel. But the news is necessarily uncertain at present. From 
the tone of Lord Palmerston’s speech in the House of Commons 
in reference both to the Pope and the King of the One Sicily we 
may be quite sure that our commanders will act with all promp- 
titude, ehould tyranny give them the shadow of a chance. 

W. Victor Hugo, of whom not much has lately been heard, has 
been delivering a glowing speech, before a meeting in Jers2y, 
against the Sicilian Bourbons. He is an impassionate orator, and 
he managed to condense into a not very long address a perfect 
storm of hate and denunciation. Among his strongest passages 
was an expression of withering pity for the King of Naples, who, 
“ at an age when all other men are loving and generous, is cursed 
with a heart that rejoices in devising misery and cruelty.” And 
he ended with an image which, whether appropriate or not, has 
assuredly the merit of boldness. ‘Stop the course of Liberty,” 
cried M. Hugo, “stop the avalanche as it bounds from the pre- 
cipice, stop the world launched into light by the hand of the 
Creator !” 

Our own Parliament has not been dealing with any very exciting 
matters, but has been better employed in getting on with the 
estimates for the better defence of our coasts. Among minor 
measures that have been discussed is the bill of Lord Raynham 
for enakling magistrates to add a flogging to the sentence on wife- 
beaters. This measure, though it was read a second time, has 
been, on mature deliberation, rejected, the weight of evidence, and 
especially that of the police magistrates, tending to show that it 
would not have the desired effect in protecting women. The 
House of Lords has been encouraged by the extraordinarily- 
diminished majority in the Commons on the Church-rate Bill to 
throw out the abolition measure, and the question, therefore, 
remains unsettled. The Archbishop of Canterbury spoke strongly 
against the abolition, as did the Earl of Derby. On the subject 
of harbours of refuge Mr. Lindsay’s motion for carrying into 
effect the recommendations of the Commission of ’58 was, after a 
spirited debate, carried against the Government, who were de- 
feated by 145 to 128; but the best authorities seem very much 
at sea upon the subject, and it is not very probable that any im- 
mediate steps will be taken in consequence of the vote. 

A Parliamentary Committee has been appointed for inquiry 
into the character and management of the museum which London 
insists on calling the Boilers, but which is officially spoken of as 
the South Kensington Museum. There appears to be a strange 
jealousy in certain quarters respecting this beautiful and interest- 
ing collection, which is assuredly one of the most valuable and 
popular of our new institutions. The varied nature of the 
contents of the museum, and its admirable arrangement, render 
it profitable to all classes; and those who are disposed to cavil at 
it should take their stand some fine evening opposite the doors 
about the time of closing, and sce the thousands of the humbler 
orders who have enjoyed two or three hours of pleasurable ia- 
struction. To vast districts, whose poorer inhabitants had no 
chance of reaching the central museum of London, the “ Boilers” 
have been a great boon; and the lesson that ought to be 
learned from the large popularity the place has attained is, 
not that the exhibition ought to be taken away, but 
that other exhibitions should be provided in the outlying 
districts of London. Captain Fowke has shown how cheaply 
and easily such places might be organised, if the business be 
given to men of business, and not made a job of . and we sincerely 
hope that no retrograde action will be sanctioned by the 
Committee. 

The “ wisdom of Parliament” has been not very favourably 
illustrated by the discovery that, after debating for months over 
the Wine Licenses Act, the measure has been so carelessly passed 
that two important blunders in it have to be corrected by a new 
Act. Does not this show the absolute necessity of having a 
public functionary whose business it shall be to revise all bills 
before they are submitted to the Sovereign for the assent—a 
functionary, in fact, who shall be the editor of the bills, His 
salary would be a small price to pay for keeping the statutes in 
order. 








Tae Internationan Statistica, Concgress.—The Prince 
Consort has consented to act as president of this congress, which will com- 
mence its sittings in London on the 16th of July. The sittings will be 
spread over six days, and the programme will embrace judicial, sanitary, 
indus’ , commercial, census, and naval and military statistics, while 
one section will be devoted to the consideration of “statistical methods.”

The Charles Museum 
was next visited, and the party had an opportunity of seeing the valuable 
collection of fossils formed by the late Mr. Charles. They then proceeded 
to Ayksford, and inspected a remarkable drift-bed and other interesting 
objects in the neighbourhood, and returned to town in the evening.

ARTIST IN 

PALERMO, June 12. 
1 must crave forgiveness of your readers and beg that they wil] 
prove lenient to me for having lately been a defaulter in my corre- 
spondence ; but, when I mention that a sharp attack of fever incapaci- 
tated me for several days from using my pencil or my p2n, Iam 
sure I shall be exonerated from neglect of duty. Even nowI am 
not certain about those of my sketches that were forwarded via 
Naples having reached their destination. In the first place, it is ex- 
tremely probable that the Neapolitan post-office officials may have 
confiscated my inclosures; and then again, as there has been no 
means of paying letters and posting them in a regular manner, that 
may have assisted in their straying en rovte. 

My last letter brought down events to Tuesday, May 29, when the 
fighting had been o far favourable to General Garibaldi as to divide 
the force of the Royal troops, the insurgents surrounding them in 
three differert portions of the city. The positions occupied by the 
Royalists were the Palazzo Reale (King’s Palace), the Reale Finanze 
(Royal Mint), and the Castle. This last, assisted by the steamers 
in the bay, kept up an incessant fire of chells on the town, and by even- 
ing many buildings were in flames. Throughout the entire day the 
struggle had been most severe in the neighbourhood of the Palazzo 
Reale, determined attempts being made by the insurgents to wrest 
this stronghold from the troops; but, unfortunately, their loss was 
great, and each effort unsuccessful. There could not have been less 
than six thousand soldiers in the building, besides three batteries of 
| ae which swept every approach to the walls. The rattle of mus- 

etry, the cheers of the combatants, and the continuous booming 
of cannon from morning till night, told of the fierce battlestorm 

ing in that quarter of the town. Awfully wearied must the han 1- 
ful of men who formed Garibaldi’s force have been: for three days 
and two nights they had fought valiantly, in the proportion of one to 
fifteen, setting a brilliant example to the Palermitans, who, however, 
failed to emulate their brave liberators. It is a matter of wonder 
to me, when I take into consideration the number of the Royal 
iroops, how Garibaldi ever got into Palermo at all, opposed as he 
wes at least 15,000 well-armed and disciplined men. It 1s very 
certain that the squadri, or Sicilian peasantry, who joined him 
before entering, were of little or no assistance. They may have been 
individually brave, butit is evident that unless men are used to acting 
in concert, and have some kind of drill, they are not much to be 
depended upon by a General. Besides, they were armed in every 
fashion but an efficient one, some having long flint fowling-pieces, 
others antiquated blunderbusses, and many nothing more than an 
old horse-pistol, which I would rather have had fired at me than have 
fired myself. There is one thing to be said: it would not do to 
intrust them with good muskets, for, when the expedition first landed 
in Sicily, General Garibaldi caused a distribution of arms to be made 
to those who were willing to follow him; and I believe that out of 
eight hundred who came forward at the commencement five hundred 
deserted the very first night with their guns. 

On Wednesday morning, the 30th ult., the bombardment and 
fighting round the positions occupied by the troops continued as on 
the previous day, but towards the afternoon it slackened, when a 
conference took place on board the English Admiral’s ship bet veen 
General Garibaldi and General Letizia, the Neapolitan Commander- 
in-Chief, the result of the interview being an armistice, which was 
to last till noon the next day. The demand for the cessation of 
arms came from the Royalists on the plea that they wished to remove 
their wounded and bury their dead. The latter must have been a 
necessary thing to do, as on Monday and Tuesday I had noticed 
about the streets numbers of bodies in an advanced state of decom- 
position, and most of these were so'diers, The next day, instead of 
the fighting being resumed, the armistice was extended for three days, 
to allow General Letizia to go to Naples and obtain power to 
treat, as he evidently thought the moment had arrived for coming to 
some arrangement. On Sunday, the 3rd inst., General Garibaldi 
announced that the truce was to & an indefinite one, and two days 
afterwards we learnt that the troops were to evacuate the city and 
camp at the foot of Monte Pelegriro, whence they were to be 
embarked in a given number of days. The castle was, however, to 
remain in the possession of the Royalists until the embarkation had 
been completed, and, asa measure of surety against the garrison 
being attacked, certain prisoners remaining in its dungeons were to 
be held as hostages, 

More than a week has clapsed since the soldiers commenced their 
movement of evacuation, and yet but five or six thousand have been 
shipped off, whether to Messina or Naples I am unable to say; 


rhaps they have only taken them for a cruise to recruit their 
ealth, and somo fine night they will bring them back. The 
Neapolitan Government is proverbial for its treachery, and 


it is quite capable of acting thus. The ten thousand or so of 
troops that still remain in the outskirts of the city are quite strong 
enough if they only had the courage to make a rush and take the 
unwary and ‘Oh let us be joyful” Palermitans by surprise. But 
our faith is in Garibaldi and his men, and, as they have by their un- 
daunted bravery got the soldiers outside the town, I suppose 
they will be able to keep them there. 

Last night I went to visit an officer in command of the advanced 
poste, near the English Gardens, his men being composed of squadri, 
of which gentry I have already spoken. I found him in a dreadful 
state of excitement, for on going to visit the sentries he found that 
they had one and all deserted, probably to the grogshop to pledge 
**l Unita d'Italia,” leaving the way open to the troops, in front of 
whose position they were stationed. 

With regard to the number of killed and wounded during the four 
days’ fighting, it is impossible to arrive at a correct estimation. The 
Neapolitans, of course, were not desirous of their loss being made 
known, while the casualties among the insurgents could not be 
errived at from the fact of many being buried beneath the ruins of 
the houses destroyed during the bombardment. The first day that 
the search was commenced for the dead six hundred were found in 
different parts of the town, and one hundred and thirty in the ruins 
of the Benedictine Convent alone. The massacre of men, women, 
and children at the last-named place would suffice of itself to bring 
down the execration of Europe on the wretches who minister to the 
cruel appetite of young Bomba. But this is only one among the 
many instances of wholesale cold-blooded slaughter perpetrated by 
the troops on the people. The Strada di Porta di Castro, a street of 
considerable extent, in the neighbourhood of the palace, remained 
from the commencement of the attack until the armistice in the 
possession of the Royalists. There might possibly have been two 
bundred houses in it, occupied by respectable tradespeople, and not 
one of these houses has escaped the vandalism of the Neapolitan 
soldiery, while the inmates were to be seen some three days 
ego rotting in numbers amidst the ruins of the basement floors, 
dainty meals for the sleek rats that infest the place in myriads. 
These houses wero pillaged and then burnt, and the inhabitants, 
after being subjected to every atrocity, were in many instances 
thrust back at the point of the bayonet into the flames. The Sketch 
that I send you, thouch a horrible subject for illustration, will give 
your readers a fair notion of one of the late not uneommon street 
scenes in Palermo—in fact, it was taken in the above-mentioned 
Strada di Porta di Castro, 

With all these horrors before us, can we be surprised at the people 
retaliating when they have it in their power ’ I have certainly 
witnessed scenes of the most fearful and revolting description ; but 
then the Sicilians have the vengeance of fifty years to wreak upon 
their tyrannical oppressors. WhatI especially allude to now is the 
certain immolation of every unlucky sbirro, or police agent, that falls 
into the hands of the infuriated mob. Before the outbreak of the 
revolution there were, I hear, eight hundred of these inquisitorial 
officials in Palermo, having for their chiof the renowned prince of 
torturers, Salvatore Manisecalco. Up to the time I am writing fifty 
of the devilish fraternity have been unkenneled from their hiaing- 
places and have fallen victims to the revenge of the infuriated 
people. In one of my early Sketches I depicted the capture and 

arading through the streots of one of them. He wasa man we'!l 
snown for the cruoltics he had practised on those who were unlucky 
enough to fall into his hands, and immediately he was discovered by 
the mob they proceeded to treat him after the same fashion he had 





been in the habit of treating the unfortunate prisoners confided to his 
tender mercies, In the first place, they singed off his eyebrows, eye- 
lashes, moustache, and beard, and then, passing one of his own iron 
collars, with chain attached, round his neck, dragged him over the 
barricades and through the principal thoroughfares to the market- 
place, where he was kicked, beaten, and stabbed to death. Another 
one I saw hung by his chin, on an iron hook, in front of a butcher's 
shop; while a third, who was attempting to leave the town in the 
dress of a woman, was discovered and beheaded on the spot, 
after which the body was seated against the wall and the head 
placed in the lap, with a cigar in the mouth. Your readers will 
naturally be disgusted at such horrors being perpetrated, but they 
must teke into consideration what the people had been made to 
suffer at the hands of these same sbirri. On one occasion, at which I 
was present, a bystander attempted to interfere to prevent the 
immediate execution of a sbirro, whom one of his capturers 
was about to behead. ‘ By what right,” said the latter, ‘‘ would 
you hinder me from sacrificing the life of this wretch?” 
and, baring his arms, he showed to all around evidence of the 
frightful torture he had been subjected to. Encircling each arm 
just above the wrists were two deep ruts penetrating to the very 

one. ‘* You have not suffered like me,” he continued, “and yoa 
shall not step between me and my revenge.” In another moment 
the sbirro’s head was rolling in the dust. This infamous police ren- 
dered account to no one of its scandalous doings. In Sicily it was 
the omnipotent power; and all those who came beneath its ban— 
and they are legion—will to their graves scars of torture which 
the Inquisition in its darkest days would have shuddered to inflict. 

anne Sere who fell struggling for the liberty of Italy Garibaldi 
mourns the brave Colonel Tukory, the most briiliant soldier of his 
little band of heroes. He was the first to leap into the barricade 
thrown up by the troops to stay the progress of the insurgents. A 
musket-ball struck him on the knee: and, owing to a division of 
opinion among the doctors, amputation was deferred till too late; and 
when, at last, it was decided upon gangrene had commenced, and the 
poor fellow breathed his last almost in the hands of his butchers, for 
such his surgeons may be considered. Among the wounded are 
young Manin and Carini, the latter of whom was shot in the shoulder 
one hour after the armistice had been signed—another proof of the 
treachery of the the Neapolitans. My career was very nearly beiug 
put a stop to also on the evening of the armistice. Thinking, of 
course, that all was right, I went to have a look at the Reale Finauze, 
in which a body of troops were posted. The building stands in 
the Toledo facing the Piazza Marina, and to have crossed thi 
three hours previousiy would have beon certain death. I had 
scarcely got in front of the iron gates when half a dozen shots 
in rapid succession were fired from behind them, and two men who 
were dragging a truck slightly in advance of me fell dead immediately. 
They, like myself, trusting to the armistice being respected, were 
passing along without the most remote notion of such treachery: their 
truck was full of mattresses for the wounded. Of course I went to 
the right about, and soon placed a barricade between myself and 
— varian scoundrels, for I afterwards heard they were Bavarian 
so'diers. 

It is reported that two separate bands of ten men each have landed, 
ard that they have sworn to assassinate General Garibaldi. The 
gentleman from whom I had the above news was the first to inform 
the General, and he will be on his guard with any stranger that 
ne ng him, while a strict surveillance will be kept on suspicious 
characters, I presume we shall stay here some time yet, as no move- 
ment of any importance can be made until an army of liberation has 
been organised and Palermo thoroughly tranquillised. It is my im- 
pression that when the General does leave it will not be for Messina, 
which would be difficult to take without ships to blockade the Straits, 
but that he will either throw himself into Calabria or make a sudden 
dash at Naples. 

By the next mail I will send you sketches and more deta'‘ls of the 
doings here. Iam now going to the PalazZo Reale to puy a visit 
to the Genera], who to-day takes up his quarters there. F. V.

WILLS AND BEQUESTS. 


The late Archbishop of York: The will and codicil of the Right Hon. 
and Most Rev. Thomas Musgrave, D.D., Lord Archbishop of York, of 
Bishopthorpe Palace and Belgrave-square, were proved in the principal 
registry in London, on the 12th of June, by the Rev. William Peete Musgrave, 
M.A., Canon of Hereford, Charles Buxton Musgrave, Esq, Barrister at 
Law, and the Rev. Vernon Musgrave, B.A., his nephew, the joint executors 
and trustees. The personalty was sworn under £60,000. He has bequeathed 
to his wife, the Hon. Catherine Musgrave, over and above the income arising 
from the marriage settlement the eum of £1200, also an immediate legacy 
of £1000, and leaves to her the furniture, with few exceptions, at the Palace 
and at Be)grave-square, the selection of 200 volumes from his library, one- 
fourth of the residue of his property, and the use of half his plate. He 
has bequeathed to his brother, the Venerable Archdeacon Musgrave, D.D., 
his Walton's Polyglot Bible, in six folio volumes, the whole of his MS3S., 
also 200 volumes—to take the first choice from his library; and, further, 
bequeaths to him one half of his plate, and the other portion at the decease 
of wife. He bequeaths the rest of his library to his nephew, the 
Rev. W. P. Muegrave ; also leaves him a sum of £4000, and a fourth part of 
the residue ; and, upon the death of his wife, he leaves him the estate of 
Bottisham. To his nephew, Charles B. Musgrave, the sum of £5000, and 
a fourth part of the residue, and, upon the decease of his wife, the estate 
of Cottenham; and to his nephew, the Rev. Vernon Musgrave, the 
sum of £4200, a fourth part of the residue, the estate of Feltwell, and, 
upon the decease of his wife, the estate of Fen Ditton. There are several 
small bequests to relatives and friends. To his house steward and apparitor, 
George Doughty, he leaves an annuity of £100; to his farm bailiff, George 
Bennett, £5 for every year he has been in his service ; and a like hequest 
to all his servants. He directs that £100 a year shall be invested, and 
accumulate for twenty-one years, if his wife shall so long live. The will 
bears date 6th of June, 1857, signed “‘ T. Ebor,” and is attested by C. F. 
Smith, V. of Bishopthorpe, and J. Foxley, Chap: and Sec. to his Grace. 


In recording the will of Baron de Sampayo, in our last week's Paper, we 
could not enter fully into the numerous uests contained therein for 
fear of sing too much upon our limite ; we now add the following :— 
He had bequeathed to the family of Sir William Dalzell, R.N., and Lady 
Dalzell, niece of the testator, £8000 ; to General Conyers’ family, £2000; to 
the late Major Hennis’s family, £2000; to the family of Anthony Sampayo, 
Eeq., of Paris, £4000; amongst ey nephews and nieces, £2000; 
Mrs. Keate, £5000; and to many other parties, as well as to his executors, 
very handsome legacies are left. 

Sir Wm. F. F. Middleton, Bart. : The will and three codicils of Sir William 
Foule Foule Middleton, Bart., late of Shrubland Park, Barham, Suffolk, of 
Livermore, in the same county, and of 52, Grosvenor-place, were proved in 
the principal registry on the 9th of June. The executors and trustees are 
the Marquis of Exeter, Lieut.-General the Hon. Sir Edward Cust, K.C.H., 
Major-General Horatio George Broke, and Lieut.-Colonel John Francis 
Cust. The personalty was sworn under £45,000. The will is bulky, being 
written on twenty sheets of brief. To his wife, the Hon. Lady Anne 
Middleton (the daughter of the late Lord Brownlow), he leaves an annuity 
of £4000 and the occupation of his country seat and town residence, and 
directs that the income arising from his estate shall accumulate for 
twenty-one years. By the will of his father, the late Sir Wm. F 
Middleton, Bart., the estate of Shrubland, in the event of his son (the 
testator) leaving no issue, was to descend to his nephew, Sir George 
Nathaniel Broke, Bart., in whom is vested the Shrubland estate, there bei 
no child of the testator to succeed thereto. The Livermore estate he has devise 
to his great-niece, Jane Broke, and her heirs. The parties taking possession 
are to obtain by Royal license the name of Middleton, and to quarter their 
armorial bearings with the testator’s. He bequeaths tothe Hast Suffolk 
Hospital, £200; the Suffolk Clergy Charity, £100; the Society for the 
Spread of the Gospel in Foreign Parts, £100; to the Incorporated Society 
for Building and Enlarging Churches, £100 ; and to the poor of the parishes 
of Crowfield, Coddenham, Barham, and Great and Little Livermore, 
£100, to be distributed among them at periods within two years. He 
bequeaths £1000 to Lady Middleton, her Ladyship knowing his views and 
wishes as reyards the building of a small parsonage for the Incumbent of 
Crow field, with a stipend for the minister. He gives to each of hisexecutors 
and trustecs the sum of £250. There are liberal legacies to his relatives 
and friends. To his steward, Walter Chapman, he leaves £100; to his 
servant, George Driver, £100 and his gold watch and wearing apparel; to 
his coachman, £30 and his silver repeater; to his butler, £50; and to his 
other servants, £30 each. To his godson, the Rev. William Chapman (the 
eon of his steward), he has left £150, to assist him in his studies, and when 
ordained he shall be appointed to the first living vacant that was in his 
patronage, the preference being given to the rectory of Broome,

J. W. Reeve 
preached the sermon. 

On Monday the Queen, accompanied by Princess Alice, took a drive in an 
open carriage and four. The Prince Consort presided at a meeting of the 
governors of the Wellington College in the morning, and afterwards rode 
out with the Count of Flanders, In the evening her Majesty and the Prince 
Consort dined with the Duke of Cambridge at Gloucester House, Piccadilly. 
The King of the Belgians and the Count of Flanders accompanied the 
Queen, and the following were present to meet her Majesty :—The Duchess 
of Cambridge, the Hereditary Grand Duchess of Mecklenburg-Strelitz and 
Princess Mary, Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar, the Belgian Minis‘er, the 
Hanoverian Minister, the Duke of Newcastle, the Earl of Derby, the Earl of 
Clarendon, Viscount Palmerston, Lieutenant-General the Right Hon. J.

Ilis Royal Highness the Duke of Cambridge, his Serene Highness the 
Sovereign Prince of Lichtenstein, their Serene Highnesses the Prince J ules 
and Prince John of Ho’stein-Glucksburg, his Serene Highness Prince 
Frederick of Holstein, and his Serene Highness Prince Victor of Hobenlohe, 
were present at the Levéo. 

The Queen and Prince Consort were attended by the Duchess of 
Sutherland, Mistress of the Robes; the Duchess of Atholl, La ly in Waiting ; 
the Earl of St. Germans, Lord Steward; Viscount Sydney, Lord Chamber- 
lain ; the Marquis of Ailesbury, Masterof the Horse ; Karl Spencer, Groom of 
the Stole to his Royal Highness ; Viscount Bury, Treasurer of the Household ; 
Viscount Castlcrosse, Vice-Chamberlain; Lord Poby, Comptroller of the 
Household ; Viscount Torrington, Lord in Waiting; and the other Lords 
and Ladies of the Royal household. 

The Queen wore a train of black watered silk, trimmed with bouillonnée 
tulle and bows of black satin ribbon. ‘The petticoat black tulle, over black 
silk, trimmed with bows of black satin ribbon.

The Queen, 
who on this occasion was accompanied by the Piince of Wales aud 
Princess Alice, was received on alightiog from her carriage by the Duke 
and Duchess of Wellington. The Queen shook hands with the Duke and 
saluted the Duchers with much affection. Taking the Duke's arm, her 
Majesty entered the mansion, saluting, as she passed along, the three 
tisters of the Duchess of Wellington, who were also in attendance in the 
hall. The Prince Consort led the Duchess of Wellington, aud Princess 
Alice took the arm of Lord Arthur Hay. 

As the Queen entered, the band of the Royal Victoria Volunteer Rifles (of 
which regiment the Duke is Colone)), stationed in the garden, played the 
National Anthem. 

Her Majesty was at once conducted to the gallery, which had been taste- 
fully arranged for the concert. In the centre was a grand pianoforte, the 
ceeke of state being placed on one side, and seats for the more distinguished 
visitors upon the other. 

The concert consisted of a selection of favourite music, rendered by the 
artistes of the Royal Italian Opera, under the direction of Mr. Costa. 

The Queen took her departure at a quarter after twelve o'clock, conducted, 
as upon her arrival, by the Duke and Duchess of Wellington. 








Ture Onver or St. Patricx.—The investiture of the Order of 
St. Patrick, which formed so splendid a pageant in Dublin Castle on the 
13th inet., isthe third held under the presidency of the Grand Master, his 
Excellency the Earl of Carlisle. The proceedings at this Chapter com- 
menced with conferring the dignity of a Knight Bachelor (not of St. Patrick) 
on George Burdett L’Esrtrange, Esq., the Gentleman Usher of the Order in 
sucecssion to the late Sir George Morris; he received the honour as the 
usual eppanege of his office. Sir George L’Estrange will be remembered as 
the Chamberlain of six Lords Lieutenant—the Marquis of Anglesey, Lord 
Heytesbury, and the Earls of Haddington, De Grey, Eglinton, and St. 

He is, besides, an old Peninsular officer, and wears the Penin- 
sular medal with six clasps. The L’Estranges are the descendants of a very 
ancient Norfolk family, seated from the earliest times at Hunstanton, 
in Norfolk.

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 
A PSYCHOLOGICAL observation of both Houses of Parliament would 
easily prove that those assemblies have got into in a very remirk- 
able condition. It is not easy to describe exactly the peculiarities 
of that condition, but it may be indicated as a fitful, uneasy, and 
undisciplined tone, which, when it takes any shape, it is an 
uppractical or else an obstructive one. The Chamber of Peers is in 
that state in which the fever of delusion supplies a factitious 
strength, that is by the persons suffering under it mistaken 
for natural and healthy vigour. Their Lordships appear, judging 
not only from their direct acts but from their demeanour and the tone 
which pervaces them as a body, to be under the impression that 
they can do what they like, as tuey like, and when they like, not 
only without It or hindrance, but with impunity, for all time. This 
idiocresy was notably developed on the occasion of the debate on the 
Church-rates Bill. About and among the opponents of the measura 
there were a swagger and a touch of bravado such as may be 
supposed to characterise a pugilist who enters into a contest on 
the understanding that he is to use only one hand against his 
antegonist in the course of the combat. There wasno crowd, strictly 
speaking, although the benches were well filled, and the air and 
manner of those who sat behind Lord Derby betokened a feeling 
that they had not come there to debate but to vote, and that on the 
whole it would be better and less inconvenient to take the division 
first and then consider whether it was worth while to talk at all, at 
least on their side. Lord Derby, acting as fugleman, assumed an 
unusual attitude of Janguor and indifference, and we are not sure 
that he did not actually go to sleep for a considerable time. Nover- 
theless, the mover of the second reading and those who supported it, 
baving at length screwed their courage to the gticking-place, want 
in with great pluck. Lord Lyveden positively presented very few 
traces indeed of that Mr. Vernon Smith who did not carry away the 
sympathies of the House of Commons by his orations; and in his 
reply especially was pointed and vigorous, although he certainly did 
look romewbat disconsolate when, during the clearing of the House for 
the division, he stood in a pensive attitude, balancing the short 
white etick (which, for some reason connected with the privi- 
leges of the Peerage, the tellers in the Lords always uso 
in counting the voters as they pass, playfully pointing them at 
their ribs), and saw the crowd of non-contents surging towards their 
lobby. Nor should it be forgotten in the way of criticism thst he 
spoiled his openix g speech by falling into a turgid peroration, which 
mainly consisted of mouthing, not to say pompous appeal, to the 
Episcopal Bench to do ons te even the Whiggiest of them 
could not do if he was to be true to his order.

CHURCH-RATES ABOLITION BILL, 

Lord Lyvepen moved the second reading of the bill for the abolition of 
church rates. The noble Lord, having given a history of the various efforts 
which had been made during the last thirty years for the settlement of the 
question, said he had arrived at the conclusion that the only way to put an 
end to —— agitation would be to abolish cburch rates altogether. He 
conten that the fact of getting rid of an admitted grievance would, 
instead of injuring, strengthen the Church of England, and place it upon a 
more secure and firm footing.

EUROPEAN FORCES (INDIA) BILL. 


The first order for this evening was the adjourned debate on a motion 
made by Sir C. Wood, on Tuesday, the 12th inst., for leave to bring in a bill 
to repeal so much of the Act 22 and 23 Vict., cap 27, as enabled the Secre- 
tary of State for India to raise in this country men for her Majesty's local 
European forces in India. The right hon. Baronet on that occasion explained 
the nature of the force in question. The East India Company, he observed, 
had maintained three armies—one at each Presidency ; part of which con- 
sisted of Europeans enlisted in this country for local service in India, the 
p oportion of which to the Royal troops paid by the Company was, latterly, 

wotoone. After the sepoy mutiny was over, discontent arose in the loc: 

troops, and many of them were discharged and sent home. The question, 
and the only question, was whether a separate European force should be 
still maintained for the special service of India, or whether the whole of the 
European force employed in India should form part of the Queen’s Army 
disposable for general service. He urged that both for Indian and Imperial 
reasons it was essential that our military power, upon which our chief 
reliance must be placed, should be maintained in a state of discipline and 
efficiency, and that object could be best obtained by one uniform force. 

Lord STANLEY, in continuing the debate, drew attention to the fact that 
the House was called upon to decide — a 7 whether there ought 
to be an amalgamation of the Imperial and local troops, in the absence of 
all the information that was necessary to enable them to judge ee rly as 
to the practicability of the plan of the right hon. Baronet. For his own 
part be thought the scheme altogether theoretical, and that, when it 
came to be put into practice, great, if not insurmountable, difficulties 
would be found in the way of carrying out the scheme. In the event of a 
great war in India he believed that an Imperial army of 70,000 or 80,009 
men would be totally unequal to the emergency ; and that it wou!d be found 
necessary to fall back again upon the system of a local standing army. He 
admitted that great dissatisfaction had existed amongst the local troops 
last year ; but he asked the right hon. Baronet whether he was sure that 
if the troops of the line had been treated in the same way, and exposed to 
the sarne provocation, that they would not have acted in a similar manner? 
The noble Lord quoted various high authorities on Indian military matters 
to show that separate establishments were essential tor the protection of 
India, and denied that the existence of a local force in India was inseparable 
from disobedience and want of discipline. Whilst strongly advocating the 
establishment of a local force in India, the noble Lord eaid he should not 
oppose the introduction of the bill of the right hon. Baronet if the feeling 
of the Houre were in favour of it. 

General Pex. took an opposite view to that of the noble Lord, and thought 
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that the best mode of securing the efficiency and the discipline of the local 
army was by ama)gamating it with the line. 

Colonel Sykes contended that it was no ground for abolishing the local 
force becaure they stocd up for their supposed rights"; and he instanced the 
cases of several regiments which had done something similar without 
having for a moment flinched in their duty and loyalty to their Sovereign. 
aha OCK argued in favour of a system of amalgamation of the troops 

ndia. 

Sir De Lacy Evans declared the bill of the right hon. Baronet to be most 
unjustifiable, and its principles in direct opposition to the sentiments ex- 
pressed by him in the latter part of the Session of last year.

Corductor—Profewor Bterndale Bennett, Mus D. 
Nothing could be better than this selection, nor could anything be 
more successful than the performance. The magnificent symphonies 
and overtures were performed with a precision, delicacy, and fire 
which did the utmost honour to the orchestra and their excellent 
conductor, Professor Bennett. The young pianist, Theodore Ritter, 
literally covered himself with glory. At the end of his performance 
of Hummel's beautiful concerto he was vehemently applauded for 
several minutes, and when he had left the orchestra he was recalled 
to receive fresh tokens of pleasure and admiration. M. Paque's solo 
on the violoncello was played with so fine a tone, such brilliant 
execution, and so much taste and expression, that we regretted he 
did not perform a piece of greater importance. The young tenor, 
Mr. Tennant, obtained great and deserved applause for his poer- 
formance of Beethoven's grand and original song of ‘‘ The Quail; ” 
and Mdme. Borghi-Mamo, we need scarcely say, delighted everybody. 
The room was crowded to overflowing. 


Mr. Bewnepicr’s annual concert, given on Monday morning, 
at Her Majesty's Theatre, was of the ‘‘monster” kind. It began at 
half-past one, and ended, we believe, about seven. The programme, 
besides a multitude of airs, duets, and instrumental pieces, con- 
tained Rossini’s “Stabat Mater,” the third act of ‘‘ Otello,” and 
the whole of Grecco’s opera buffa, ‘‘ La Prova d'un’ Opera Seria,” 
besides a ballet, which, however, was not performe1. All tho stars 
of the theatre made their appearance, besides Mdme. Catherine 
Hayes, Mdlle. ArtSt, Miss Arabella Goddard, Mr. Benedict himself, 
end other noted singers and instrumental performers. The theatre 
was crowded with the most fashionable company in London, and 
looked as gay and brilliant as on an opera-uight. 

Herr Pavers grand orchestral concert at the Hanover-square 
Rocme, on Wednesday evening, was, as might be expected from tho 
eminent musician who gave it, one of the best, most classical, and 
most successful entertainments of the season. Herr Pauer showed 
his powers as one of the most accomplished pianists of the day by 
his performance of Beethoven's concerto in E fiat, and several 
rmaller pieces of Bach, Robert Schumann, and Weber. A scena 
from bis operetta ‘‘ Don Riego,” sung by Mr. Thomas, and a sacred 
choral piece, “‘ The Twenty-third Psalm,” sung by a chorus of female 
voices, gave proof of his genius as a composer. The latter piece, 
especially, made an immense impression, and was enthusiastically 
applauded. A fine concerto for the clarinet, composed by Herr 
Pauer and admirably executed by Mr. Lazarus, also produced a g:eat 
effect. The room was crowded to the doors. 

A concert of a remarkable description too place at Sr. James's 
Hatt on Wednesday. It was given by Prince Galitzin, the son of 
the Russian grandee whese name is familiar to musical people as 
the friend and patron of Beethoven. This Prince, though a Russian, 
is a Liberal, and has incurred the displeasure of his Government by 
his anti-despotic spirit. He got up this concert, at great exponse, 
in aid of the Garibaldi fund, and, being an accomplized musician, 
cor ducted the performance in person. ‘Lhe concert consisted wholly 
of Russian music, including sacred and secular pieces by the two 
most celebrated Russian composers of the day, Bortniansky and 
Glitka, and also by Prince Galitzin, who is himself a composer of 
genius and attainments. Thesolo vocal and instrumental performers 
were Miss Louisa Pyne, Mdme. Sainton-Dolby, Signor Mongini, aud 
Miss Arabella Goddard; with a select orchestra and chorus, a 
hundred and twenty strong. Altogether the concert was very 
interesting, and we have pleasure in learning that the Prince intends 
to give another.

£7. James’s.—The business of the new Parisian management 
pregresses favourably. The company has been reinforced by the 
appearance of M. Leclére from the Variétés. He appeared on Satur- 
day in two pieces— ‘Deux Anges Gardiens” and_“ Furnished 
Apartments.” ‘The latter is a French piece with an English title, 
the plot of which the English public is also famijiar with from the 
Adelphi adaptation, under the title ‘‘Ici On Parle Francais.” The 
former presents an old workman, who has been in the Imperial army, 
uncertaking the task of directing and protecting a young artisan, 
who is somewhat disposed to rashness, but who saved the old 
man’s daughter from the grasp of a libertine, and afterwards become 
ber husband. He is involved in a duel with the profligate, which 
his veteran father-in-law is anxious to accept himeelf instead; but 
the cncounter is avoiced by the persistence of the delinquent. The 
acting of M. Leclére represented a genial hilarious old man, with 
the confiderce of an old soldier, whose valour has been proved. In 
the second piece M. Leclére appears as the owner of the apartments, 
with an eye to profit and an anxiety to preserve the appearance 
of respectability in the midst of doubtful practices. An Englishman 
is represented by M. Thomassi, from which the audience might 
gather the Parisian idea of the character. From an English point of 
view it was exceedingly ludicrous, though remarkably well played. 
The plays were placed on the boards in a manner that was highly 
creditable to M. Talexy, and ensured their effective performance. 
An attempt has been since made at another a which was 
net so successful. A five act drama, by MM. Delacour and L. 
Thiboust, called ‘ Paris qui Dort,’”” was produced on Monday, in 
which Parisian life in its lower and more vicious developments is 
attempted to be portrayed. In great part, such a’play is more unin- 
telligible to a London audience than ‘‘Tom and Jerry’’ would be to 
the gocd people of Paris. It is certainly a piece not calculated to 
gain the suffrages of the fashionable in this country. No wonder, 
therefore, that it was unequivocally condemned. 

Prixcess’.—The engagement of Mr. Phelps is calculated to 
confer an immense benefit on this theatre, and to instruct the 
audience in tke mysteries of —— ey acting. ‘‘ The Merry 
Wives of Windsor” has been revived with well-deserved success, 
and is so well acted that it ought to command the town. It is not 
needful for us to dilate on Mr. Phelps’s assumption of the fat old 
knight; we have already more than once exhausted criticism in 
describing its excellence. Mr. Phelps is decidedly great in 
Shekspearean comedy. He elaborates the humour until by 
accumulation it oppresses the audience with mirthful stimulants, 
end achieves a complex success which is perfectly irresistible.

GRAND REVIEW OF VOLUNTEERS SIXTY YEARS SINCE 
Arroros to the imposing spectacle in Hyde Park this day, the 
following account of a similar demonstration in the same place sixty 
years ago is not without interest :— 

** Soon after five o'clock this morning (June 4, 1799) the different 
volunteer corps in and about London began to assemble in their 
respective exercising-grounds. At seven, the ground in Hyde Park 
was occupied by the Light Horse Volunteers, commanded by Colonel 
Herries, and soon after the Surrey Yeomanry marched in to assiat 
in the duty of keeping the ground. The different corps continued 
coming in till eight o'clock, and took up the stations assigned them 
in the line. Soon after eight, the line was completely formed, and his 
Royal Highness the Duke of York entered the field, as did the Duke of 
Gloucester and the whole Staff of the district. The line was formed in 
three columns. The left column, under the orders of Lord Heathfield, 
occupied the space on the west side ofthe park, from the Serpentine 
to the N.E. gate of Kensington-gardens, and consisted of the Hon. 
Artillery Corps, St. George’s Regiment, Loyal Hackney, Royal 
Westminster, and Loyal Islington. ‘The central column, comman 
by Major-General Ludlow, extended along the north side of the 
a and consisted of the Bloomsbury, St. James's, North-oast 

ndon Volunteers, Loyal Hampstead, Temple, Loyal Pimlico, 
Finsbury-square, Somerset-place, Knight Marshal, the Ward Asso- 
ciations of Farringdon Without and Within, and Castle Bayard. 
The right colump, commanded by Major General D'Oyley, was 
drawn up from the north-east corner down to Hyde Park corner, 
and comprised the corps of Stoke Newington, Tottenham, Enfield, 
Edmonton, Hans Town; St. Andrew (Holborn) and St. George, 
Bloomsbury ; Loyal London; St. Luke's, Chelsea; Brentford; St. 
Margaret and St. John’s, St. Marylebone ; St. Martin’s Union, Chis- 
wick; St. Paul's, Covent-garden ; Fulham; St. George, Hanover- 
square ; South-east London, Streatham, Limehouse, Ratcliff, Clap- 
bam, Battersea; St. Catherine’s, Poplar, and Blackwall; White- 
chapel, Highgate, Lambeth, St. Pancras, Wapping, Hendon, St. 
Olave, and Eight Ward Associations, Shoreditch. ‘The cavalry corps 
assembled behind the walnut-trees, and were afterwards formed in 
the lower part of the park, with their right towards Earl Bathurst's 
house, and their left towards the Serpentine. ‘They were the Loyal 
Islington, Clerkenwell, Battersea, Clapham, Wimbledon, Lambeth, and 
Deptford. At nine his Majesty entered the park. Upon asignal-gun 
being fired a Royal salute was given from the guns of the Hon, Artillery 
Company ; bis Majesty passed up the park to the right of the line, 
and proceeded slowly along it—a ceremony which, from its length, 
necesearily occupied a considerable time. He then took his station 
on the elevated part of the park, and ona signal-gun being fired 
the whole line primed and loaded. Upon the signal from another 
gun, the firing began from the right, by corps, and extended along 
the whole line. ‘Three rounds were then fired successively from 
right to left. After the firing the whole line waved their caps in 
the air and gave three hearty huzzas, which, joined to the sound of 
military music striking up at the same moment, and the various ex- 
pressions of enthusiasm from the spectators, the female portion 
even joining by waving of handkerchiefs, is said to havo sensibly 
affected bis Majesty. 

** After the performance of the evolutions appointed, and another 
salute of twenty-one guns having been fired, his Majesty expressed 
the liveliest satisfaction at the martial appearance and excellent 
conduct of his patriotic army, and quitted the ground amidst the 
acclamations and greetings of near 150,000 persons who 
assembled to witness the sight. 

‘« Their Majesties and the Princesses soon after went to St. James's 
Palace, where the Queen held a Drawingroom, one of the most splen- 
did ard brilliant Courts that bas been witnessed for years, and which 
was numercusly attended by the nobility of both sexes.” 








Mr. Raney Wantep.—In 1682 a korse between eighteen and 
nineteen hands high, which formerly belonged to Lord Rochester, 
and had killed several other horses and several people, was baited to 
death at the Hope, a celebrated bear-garden, on Bankside. A 
contemporary account of this barbarity says:—‘‘It is intended for 
the divertisement of his Excellency the Ambassador from the 
Emperor of Fez and Morocco; many of the nobility and geatry that 
knew the horse, and several mischiefs done by him, designing to be 
aap ay The horse seems to have been one of Diomede’s breed, 
py the character given of him in the advertisements :—‘ For his 
prodigious qualities in killing and destroying several horses and 
other cattle he waa transmitted to the Marquis of Dorchester. When 
doing the like mischiefs, and likewise hurting his keeper, he was 
sold to a brewer, but is now grown so headstrong they dare not work 
him; for be hath bitten and wounded so many persoas (some 
having died of their wounds) that there is hardly any can pass the 
streets for him, though he be fast tied, for he breaks his halter to 
run after them (though loaden with eight barrels of beor), either 
biting or treading them down, monstrously tearing their flesh and 
eating it, the like whereof hath hardly been seen ; and ’tis cortain 
the borse will answer the expectation of all spectators.” The sequel 
of the story is that several dogs were set at the vicious animal, which 
he killed or drove from the arena; the owners then led him away, 
trusting to make more profit and sport by future exhibitions. But 
the spectators insisted that, according to the promise in the bill of 
performance, he should be baited todeath. They then began to 
demolish the building ; and the horse was at length recalled to 
satisfy them before he reached London-bridge. Other dogs were 
then set upon him, but with no more effect than before ; and at last 
he was killed by a sword. 





Sir Francis DRAKe.—At a farm in Somersetshire there is a relic 
in the shape of a large round stone, now used as the weight upon a 
harrow, about which a wild tradition is current. When Sir Francis 
set out on his voyage, it is said, he told his wife if he were away for 
ten years she might, at the expiration of that period, marry again. 
Ten years elapsed, during which my lady was as constant as 
Penelope, but, when they were over, she accepted a suitor. On her 
vay to church, a hugh stone fell through the air close by her and 
fixed upon the train of her gown ; and sheturned back, declaring that 
she knew it came from herhusband. Shortly after he returned, and, 
disguised as a beggar, solicited alms of her at his own door: in the 
midst of his feigned tale a smile escaped him, and she recogaised 
and joyfully led him in. 





Far.y Porvtarity or SHaksrrare’s Dramas.—The archives 
of the East India House, a very unlikely collection to preserve such 
a memorial, contain a remarkable and interesting record in proof of 
Shakepeare’s popularity in his own day. It is§ the following 
memorandum, which occurs in the journal of the Dragon, com- 
manded by Captein Keeling, bound, with t xe //ector, commanded by 
Captain Hawkins, towards the East Indies:—‘ 1607. Sep 30.— 
Captain Hawkins dined with me, when my companions acted King 
Richard the 2nd.” The vessel at the time of this performance was

Ber Masesty's Review or tux Votunteens in Hyde Park 
to-day (Saturday) promises to be, not simply a spectacle of unusual magni 
ficence, but also, considering the prerent state of European politics, an 
event of immense national interest. It is estimated that 25,000 voluntecra 
will Le under aims on the occasion, and in this force the artillery and 
mounted rifles will be represented. The metropolitan corps will be formed 
into twenty battalions, each to consist of from 500 to 1200 men, and these 
will be divided sgain into five brigades, which will be commanded by the 
Duke of Wellington, Lord Elcho, Lord Ranelagh, Colonel Hicks, and Conel 
Tulloch.

Raised platforms, intended for the accommoda 
tion of members of the House of Peers and of the House of Commons, and 
other privileged persons, bave been erected in the park, These galleries are 
abcut one-third of a mile in length in front of Park-lane, at a dstance from 
it of about 300 yards. They extend from Upper Brook street to the Round

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ST. LUKE’S CHURCH, 
HEYWOOD, LANCASHIRE. 


HEYWOOD is one of those places which 
before the extraordinary development 
of the cotton-trade was an insigni- 
ficant hamlet, consisting of a few 
scattered houses. In consequence of 
that development it has, within the 
memory of people now living, grown 
into a town of 20,000 inhabitants. 
The old chapel, recently pulled down 
to make way for the large and hand- 
some edifice now being built, not- 
withstanding its repeated additions 
and its being surrounded with gal- 
leries, has been for many years 
totally inadequate to the wants of the 
district. The Sunday-schools alone 
would more than fill the place; but, 
as only a small portion of the chapel 
could be set apart for their accom- 
modation, not more than a fourth of 
their number could attend service at 
onetime ; in other words, the scholars 
were debarred, through absolute want 
of space, from attending public wor- 
ship three days out of four. If the 
Sunday scholars fared so badly, it 
need hardly be said that the poor 
fared still worse, for in a district 
numbering ten thousand souls the 
free sittings did not amount to more 
than twenty. Such a state of things 
was justly felt to be intolerable, and 
when, about ten years ago, the present 
Incumbent, the Rev. Julius Shadwell, 
entered upon the living, he deter- 
mined that he would not rest satisfied 
until the old, small, dilapidated, and 
unsightly structure was pulled down, 
and a building more worthy of the 
present advanced state of ecclesi- 
astical architecture, and more 
adapted to meet the requirements 
of the growing population which 
surrounded it, was erected in its 
place. Not long after his entrance 
upon his incumbency there com- 
menced a period of depression in 
the great staple trade of the district, 
which continued with more or less 
severity for several years, and which 
necessitated the postponement of the 
effort for a considerable period, 
But, although no public effort 
could be made, still the foundations of 
the new structure may be said to 
have been laidin 1851, for in January 
of that year there commenced a 
system of subscription, by weekly 
payments, amongst the scholars of 
St. Luke’s Sunday-schools, belonging, 
it should be remembered, almost ex- 
clusively to the working classes. To 
the honour of these humble indi- 
viduals be it recorded that through 
those long years of severe commercial 
depression—when most of the mills 
were working ‘‘short time”—when 
the weekly earnings consequently 
were scanty, and food and clothing 
by no means plentiful—their weekly 
contributions never failed until, at 
the close of the year 1858, they had 
raised amongst themselves the sum 
of £500. 

The year 1858 witnessed a con- 
siderable revival in the trade of 
Lancashire, and it appeared to the 
Incumbent and churchwardens of St. 
Luke’s that the time had at length 
arrived when a determined effort 
should be made. Accordingly a public 
meeting was called in October of that 
year, the foregoing facts were stated, 
and the more wealthy employers of 
labour and others, moved to emula- 
tion by the noble efforts of the Sun- 
day school, resolved that the work so 
long wanted should at length be done ; 
and, before the meeting separated, 
subscriptions amounting to more than 
£6000 were promised, and a com- 
mittee was formed, who determined 
that their efforts should not cease until 
a sum of £10,000 had been raised, 
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NEW CHURCH OF ST. LUKE, HEYWOOD, LANCASHIRE. 
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At the close of 1858 the committee 
applied for plans to Mr. Joseph 
Clarke, F.S8.A., of Stratford-place 
and the present building is being 
carried out by Mr. Edward Hughes, 
of Liverpool, from Mr. Clarke's 
designs and under bis directions. 

The first stone was laid on Thurz- 
day, May 21, by the Rev. W. Hornby, 
Vicar of St. Michael’s-on-Wyre, in 
the presence of a vast concourse of 
spectators, and under circumstances 
of unusual interest. In a cavity 
beneath the first stone was deposited 
a sealed bottle containing the current 
coins of the realm, a copy of the 
Illustrated London News, the Times, 
the Manchester papers, and the 
Heywood Advertiser. In the evening 
a public dinner, to which one hundred 
and sixty gentlemen sat down, took 
place in the Mechanics’ Institution ; 
and on the Saturday following an 
excellent and substantial one was 
given, in celebration of the event, to 
eight hundred and thirty old people, 
the youngest of whom was sixty years 
of age and the eldest ninety-seven 
their united ages amounting to 56,29 
years, 

St. Luke’s Church comprises a 
parallelogram of 131ft. by 67ft., di- 
vided into a chancel of 42 ft. by 22ft., 
a nave of 80ft. by 24ft., and, with 
aisles 16ft. 6in. wide, extending the 
whole length of the nave and chancel, 
except where meeting the vestry, 
with the heating-chamber under, on 
the south side of the chancel. On 
the north side, next to York-street, 
and approached by a wide flight of 
steps, is a detached tower, 23 ft. 
square, exclusive of the buttresses, 
and a spire of the total height of 
188 ft., forming the principal entrance 
into the church; whilst on the 
south side, next Church-street, is a 
porch, forming an entrance from this 
side, 

The church is designed after the 
ecclesiastical architecture which 
flourished during the period of 
Edward III. It will be builtin a solid 
and substantial manner with York- 
shire par-points and Staffordshire 
ashlar stoneexternally, and Bath stone 
ashlar work internally. The roofs will 
be open, of pitched pine, springing 
from a lofty clerestory, with the lights 
carried on slender shafts of coloured 
stone.

The life- 
boat of the Royal National Life-boat Institution, which is but twenty fest 
long, and had only a crew of six men on board, was immediately launched, 
end wee shortly alongside the ship. Two minutes had not elapsed after the 
brig’s crew of ont men had been taken on board the life-boat when the 
veesel’s masts fell.

Stock Market for a rise. For money the transactions have been much 
restricted ; neverthelees, compared with last week. no change of importance 
bas taken place in the quotations. The Unfunded Debt has somewhat 
recovered its late decline; but the dealings in it have, for the most part, 
been of a restrictive character. 

1t bas been officially intimated that Messrs. Baring and Co. have received 
instructions to contract a new Russian loan of £8,000,000.

Tur Portrait we give at page 596 is that of one of those great members 
of the industrial world who have mado England what it is. With an 
indifferent climate and not very fertile soil, a dominion bounded by 
the narrow seas, the ind classes have enabled this country to 
become, in arts, in science, in manufactures, in commercial power, 
and in political influence, the ruler and wonder of the world. hat is 
the foundation of our power, a power burdened with enormous taxa- 
tion and restricted by physical disabilities? The answer is plain,— 
the indomitable en of the English capitalist and the untiri 
industry of the lish workman, each devoting himse 
to the improvement and the progress of that wonderful 
machinery which has supplemented the labour of a popu- 
lation of twenty or thirty millions by mechanical agencies 
ejuivalent to the work of one thousand millions. These men make 
ittle stir in the discussions which float upon the surface of the daily 
news; but they leave their broad, deep mark upon the jecarens of 
the country, and the practical good they effect can never be effaced. 

Mr. Richard Barrow, one of the coalowners and ironmasters 
in the kingiom, is the son of the Rev. Richard Barrow, who for 
fifty years was Vicar Choral of the Collegiate Church of Southwell. 
Ho is the nephew of the late V ble the Archd of Notting- 
hem, and brother of Wm. Hodgson Barrow, Esq., formerly High 
Sheriff and now M.P. for South Nottinghamshire, which he has 
represented for many years, 

Mir. Barrow was in early life a merchant connected in business 
with his brother, John Barrow, and conjointly they conducted most 
e>tensive establishments in Portugal, Spain, and Gibraltar, and the 
were amongst the earliest pioneers of the more modern trade wi 
China. Upon retiring from the business of merchants, each with an 
ample fortune, the yo r brother, John, devoted his leisure to 
Sartaing his own estates f Nottinghamshire; and Richard Barrow, 
the subject of our Partrait, en the coal and iron works at 
Staveley, commenced by George Hodgson Barrow, where he has a 
lease of the coal under nearly 6000 acres, and where he now produces 
nearly 2000 tons of coal per day, and makes 1800 tons of iron 
month. He now employs between 3000 and 4000 workmen, and 
up vards of 600 cottages for their accommodation—in fact, he is the 
governor of a small principality, connected by road and railway, 
the workmen from one part of the estate being conveyed upon his 
own railway and by his own locomotives and carriages to the other 
parts daily in furtherance of the industrial enterprises in which they 





are all engaged. 
Mr. Barrow was born in 1787, but, unlike many of his class who 
retire in the prime of life to vegetate upon an ample eo, he 


may, to say the least, be useful. Men like Mr. Barrow are the 
unostentatious centres of great and noble circles. They make little 


noise, but they initiate much ; they claim little applause, but they 
deserve lasting gratitude. As a sample of the great industrial class 
of England we present Mr. Richard Barrow to our readers, trustin 
that he may long remain amongst us a bright example of the moi 
useful portion of the community.

SINGING GALLERY FROM THE CHURCH OF SANTA 
MARIA NOVELLA, AT FLORENCE. 
Amonast the recent additions to the contents of the South panies 
Museum the marble Singing Gallery from the Church of Santa Maria 
Novella at Florence is one of extreme interest as illustrating the 
revived art of Italy at the period of its greatest perfection—namely, 
the end of the fifteenth century. The story of the uisition of 
this remarkable relic has already been made public, and has been 
a good deal discussed. There can be little doubt that when Mr. 
J. C. Robinson rescued it from amongst other débris which he found 
strewing the marble floors of the church if he had not purchased it 
it would have fallen into the hands of a local dealer, who would 
have sent it to France, where, instead of being destined to honour- 
able repose in a museum dedicated to art, it would have been em- 
loyed as materials for a balcony to a suburban villa near Paris. 
The transaction, as has already been told, took place during the 
reign of the Hapsburg family, and since their expulsion the national 
Government have instituted proceedings ainst the church 
authorities who had a hand in this act, involving the alienation 
of one of the choicest embellishments of a ensued ethene, venerable 
alike by age and the genius commemorated in its structure. It 
might, periega, be considered a graceful act on the part of the 
English Government now to return a work of art beautiful in itself 
but the chief charm of which, in the eyes of the Florentines, depended 
upon local associations; but if the accounts of the work of “‘ restora- 
tion” going on within the Church of Santa Maria Novella be true, by 
which all was to be replaced according to the date and style of the 
a edifice (Gothic), the singing-gallery in dispute could not again 
find a placein it. This cantoria, orsinging gallery, is the work of Baccio 
d’Agnolo, and was produced about the year 1500. It is remarkable 
alike for the simplicity and chasteness of its style and the admirable 
workmanship — in the carving. The sculptures on the frieze 
are in three panels, ornamented with fruits, flowers, and birds, In 
the central panel is a cross, surrounded with fruits and flowers, 
with birds on the branches, charmingly designed and carved. The 
left-hand panel contains trophies of flowers, conventionally. treated ; 
and the right-hand panel an escutcheon, on which is a spread eagle 
crowned with fleur-de-lis, and standing on a dragon. At the side 
at one end isa scroll with the word “ Libertas ” on a shield 
three fleurs de-lis, the arms of France, the title to bear which was 
conceded to the Medici family by Louis XI. by solemn act dated 
1465 ; and at the other end is a group of three lilies, freely carved 
after nature. The whole of the details in this beautiful work are 
wrought with unequalled taste, finish, and precision, and form a 
model of artistic decoration. 














DURBAR AT PESHAWOR. 


A GranD Durbar was held by his Excellency the Gcrernor-General 
and Viceroy of India, on the occasion of his visit to Peshawur, in 
February last, for the oogtien of the principal chiefs of the various 
hill tribes who had assembled from far and near to do homage to the 
representative of her Majesty. About 120 chiefs were present, 
amongst whom were direct descendants of Tamerlane, ex-Ministers 
of Shah Soojah, chiefs of the Huzarah and Khutuk Hills, and other 
wild mountain tribes of the frontier, formerly the enemies but now 
the steadfast allies and subjects of the British Government. 

On Wednesday, the 29th of Feb: , at the appointed hour, his 
Excellency drove up to the temporary building erected for the pur- 

, and, after receiving a few native officers and others who had 
Fistioguished themselves by their good conduct during the mutiny, 
proceeded to the Grand Durbar (where the chiefs and civil and mili- 
tary officers of the station were already assembled), accompanied by 
his Excellency the Commander-in-Chief, and preceded by the staff. 

On his Excellency entering the Durbar the whole assembly rose, 
the guard of honour (her Majesty’s 7th Fusiliers) presented arms with 
lowered colours, and the band played ‘‘ God Save the Queen,” whilst 
a Royal salute of twenty-one guns was fired by the artillery stationed 
outside. The Viceroy assumed the seat placed on an elevated dais at 
the end of the pavilion, and each chief was in turn brought up and 
presented to him, making his salaam, and offering his “ nuzzurs,” 
or tribute of gold coin. hilluts were bestowed on all the chiefs ; 
and, the usual ceremonies having been gore through, the Governor- 
General rose and addressed the chiefs in the following words, which 
were afterwards translated to them by the Secretary, Mr. Beadon :— 

“‘Khans of the Peshawur Division,—I have summoned you to 
meet me here that I may thank you for your loyalty and good service 
to the State. I see among you many who have voluntarily taken 
arms in the Queen’s Indian Army ; and many who, unable by age 
or infirmity to do so in person, have sent their sons and dependents 
to strengthen its ranks during the contest which was lately raging 
in Hindostsn. I see others who have heartily aided the Civil 
Government in maintaining order in this division of the empire 
during a time of excitement and trouble. Peace is now restored to 
every corner of India; and it is a pleasure to me to thank you in the 
Queen’s name for the share which you have had in the good work. 
Khans, as the chiefs of this country, you are the advanced guard of 
the British power on this side of India. You have for neighbours 
restless, warlike, and uuruly tribes, who have too often done violence 
to the lives of British subjects and to the authority of the Govern- 
ment. Quite recently some of these men have learned, not 
for the first time, how swift and sharp can be the punishment 
of those who so offend. I now charge you, in your intercourse 
with them, to warn them that the like punishment will never fail to 
overtake those who by their crimes disturb the tranquillity of the 
frontier. Tell them that if any of them suffer wrong at the hands of 
British subjects they shall receive prompt redress; but that peace 
must not be broken. They shall have justice, but I will have peace. 
Khans, I look to you as loyal chiefs to aid the Government in enforc- 
ing this rule, and in repressing violence on both sides of the border. 
You will thereby best promote your own prosperity and that of your 
dependents, and command respect from the subjects of the neigh- 
bouring Power.” 

His Excellency then left his seat and quitted the durbar under a 
Royal salute, the d of honour presenting arms as before. The 
followers of the chiefs assembled outside the tents were not less pic- 
turesque and varied in their ap ce than their lords within. 
The Affghan mountaineers, with their matchlocks and long Ciibull 
knives and shaggy locks and beards, the men from Huzarah, with 
their richly-embroidered robes, and the mounted body guard of one 
young chief all dressed from head to foot in chain armour, with 
crimson turbans and sashes, and long spears, formed a picturesque 
accessory. 








OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS. 


ADMIRAL HAWKER. 
ApmiraL Edward Hawker, who died on the 8th inst., was the son of 
Captain James Hawker, R.N., who, when commanding the Mermaid frigate 
on the coast of America, was chased one moonlight night by a French 
squadron, and, finding escape impossible, ran his ship ashore near Phila- 
delpbia and burnt her, to prevent her falling into the hands of the enemy. 
Captain J. Hawker afterwards commanded the Hero, 74, when Commodore 
Johnstone’s squadron was attacked at Porto Praya, in 1781. His son 
Edward, the subject of this notice, was born on the 7th of November, 
1782, and may be said to have been in the Royal Navy from his very in- 
fancy, for on the 28th of May, 1786, he was entered by his Royal Highness 
Prince William Henry on his ship, the Pegasvs, 28. Hawker’s 
name was afterwards upon the books of the Powerful, 74, commanded 
by his cousin, Captain O'Brien, and of the Impregnuble, 98, Captain Sir 
T. Byard; and in 1793, at the early age of ten years, he was a mid- 
shipman on board of the Pegasus. In July, 1786, Hawker was made a 
Lieutenant, at the early age of thirteen. In 1799 he was appointed 
Lieutenant of the Spitfire, 18 guns, commanded by his brother-in-law, 
Captain Michael Seymour (afterwards Rear-Admiral Sir Michael Seymour, 
Bart., K.C.B.), and, g off the coast of France, captured two large 
French privateers, the Heurevse Societe, 18 guns, and the Heureux Courier, 
14 guns. At the renewal of the war, in 1803, Hawker, in command of 
the Svrift cutter, of 79 tons, 8 four-pounder guns, and 24 men, observed two 
hostile echooners in a narrow Sodeur to the eastward. He attempted, 
with the help of a small English privateer, to cut them out. A fort at 
the entrance of the harbour not being manned, Hawker succeeded in 
carrying off one schooner; the other was apeune, and whilst endea- 
vouring to get her afloat the French came down in force, and Hawker 
was compelled to retreat oon a very heavy fire, which, disabling one 
boat, three men of the Svri/t and four belonging to the privateer were taken 
prisoners. Sir Samuel Hood, in a private letter, spoke with high approba- 
tion of this dashing affair, of which Hawker had made no official report. 
In 1806 Hawker, then a Captain, and commanding the Melampus, 36, con- 
voyed a fleet of transports from Halifax to Barbadoes ; captured Le Colibri, 
of 16 guns and 92 men, and Le Béarnais, of 16 guns and 109 men. He also 
cut out a felucca from Aguadilla, and assisted at the reduction of Guada- 
loupe ; and, after captw La Fantome, letter of marque, of 20 guns, he 
returned to the Halifax station till 1812. In 1815 Captain Hawker was 
appointed to the Salisbury, flagship of Vice-Admiral Sir Richard G. Keats, 
on the Newfoundland station, and captured Le Genie, of 16 guns. 
In 1830 Hawker went on half-pay, and attained flag-rank in 1837. In 
1858 Admiral Hawker was offered and accepted the good-service pension 
vacant by the death of Admiral Lord Aylmer. Admiral Hawker married, 
first, Joanna, eldest daughter of sone Poore, Esq., of The Grove, New- 
church, and “‘ Egypt,” in the Isle of Wight; and, secondly, in 1843, Lady 
Williams, widow of Admiral Sir Thomas Williams, G OB. By his first 
marriage Admiral Hawker leaves a family of six sons and three daughters. 








MR. SERJEANT MURPHY. 

Francis Stack Murphy, Serjeant-at-Law, and a Commissioner of the 
Insolvent Court, was the son of Jeremiah Murphy, -, a merchant of Cork, 
by his wife, Mary, daughter of Captain Stack. is family is highly 
respectable. His uncle was the late Dr. Murphy, Roman Catholic Bishop 
of Cork, and his first cousin is the present highly-esteemed Master in 
Chancery in Ireland, Jeremiah John weestg, Esq, Q.C. Francis Stack 
Pepe t the subject of this notice, was born in 1807, and was educated at 
the colleges of Clongowes and Ushaw, and at Trinity College, Dublin, where 
he —_— asMA. His classical atiainments were of the very first order, 
and he ranked omen Oe most proficient of modern Greek scholars. He 
was called to the glish Bar by the Hon. Society of Lincoln's Inn 
on the 25th of January, 1833, and went the Northern Circuit, and 
the Liverpool Sessions, where he soon got into extensive practice. 
His ready tact and fluent eloquence rendered him particularly successful 
asa defender of prisoners, and in this department he entered into close 
ri with the famous Serjeant Wilkins, and by ae was thought little 
his inferior. Mr. Murphy also took the lead in the civil tribunal known as 
the P. Court of Liv, l, and was fast rising to a position of high 
legal emolument and reputation, when — took him, in some measure, 
from the more active pursuit of his profession. He was elected M.P. for 
Cork in 1841, and was made a Serjeant-at-Law, with a patent of precedence, 
in 1842. He re ented Cork, excepting an interval of a few years, 
from 1841 to 1850, and he distinguished in the House as an active, 
apt, and amusing speaker on the Liberal side. He was appointed a 

ommissioner of the Insolvent Court in 1853, and held t office 
until his demise. Mr. Serjeant Murphy died of a tumour in the throat, 
on the 17th instant.

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LITERATURE AND ART. 

PARLIAMENTARY wrath threatened on Tuesday evening to descend 
on that curious congeries of iron and wooden erectionsin Albertopolis 
due to the makeshift genius of a military erginesr, and usually 
known by the irreverent designation of the ‘‘ Brompton Boilers.” 
Worthy Mr. Robert Lowe wanted, on the part of the Government, 
a Committee to inquire what additional buildings were necessary for 
the rapidly-increasing science and art treasures in the South Ken- 
sington Museum, whereupon sundry members started up to belabour 
the ‘‘ Boilers.” Grave Mr. John Locke, whose ‘‘ understanding ” on 
art matters must be of the most limited description, calls the South 
Kensington a “ nuisance,” and hints at the propriety of doing away 
with it altogether. Fierce Mr. Ayrton, feeling doubtless indignant 
at the distance lying between the Tower Hamlets and Old 
Brompton, abused the Museum in good round terms, and insinuated 
that i: was only useful to a few persons who used Kensington for “‘a 
certain purpose.” So far we can agree personally with Mr. Ayrton. 
We are very fond of visiting the “ Boilers,” and we use South Ken- 
sington for a ‘‘ certain purpose,” insomuch that we happen to live 
there. Du reste, nobody can praise Captain Fowke’s goods-shed-cum- 
packing-case building architecturally, but it has served its purpose 
as a receptacle for works of art and science admirably. The picture- 

alleries are well lighted and skilfully planned. Capital lectures are 

elivered and capital conversaziones held there. ‘The attendants are 
civil and intelligent. The refreshment-rooms are among the best in 
London. It is an enlivening and gratifying sight to witness the 
throngs of quietly, orderly poeple of every class in the community 
who visit the Museum in the daytime, and especially in the even- 
ing; and, finally, it is on the whole better that such a museum 
should have its locality among the educated classes of Brompton, 
Kensington, and South London generally, than among the denizens 
of the slums either of Bloomsbury or Whitechapel. So long life to 
the South Kensington Museum, and may its shadow, so far from ever 
being less, be infinitely greater ! 

Another and yet another name looms in grimmest sable in our 
obituary. Baden Powell, most learned and liberal of professors, is 
dead ; and now of G, P. R. James, most fertile of novelists, it must 
also be said, /uit. 'The esteemed Consul-General at Venice, the ripe 
scholar and graphic writer, the accomplished and amiable man 
departed not without his warning. He had never become con- 
valescent from a paralytic stroke by which he was smitten some 
months ago. How much he wrote only the oldest inhabitant of a 
circulating library can tell. Messrs. Routledge, alone, publish a list 
of well-nigh fifty nove!s from his pen—all works of which they possess 
the copyright. G. P. R, James is dead, and already he is forgotten. 
The daily press only accord him the honours of small type in their 
curt mention of his demise. Had he died ten years lees be might, 
perhaps, have had a paragraph in “‘ long primer, leaded.” And so 
we ripe and rot; and thus does one of the wisest and brightest of 
literary men, Walter Raleigh, in the ‘‘ History of the World,” 
apostrophise the Enemy in words that at least will live—-‘‘O eloquent, 
just, and mighty death! whom none could advise, thou hast per- 
suaded ; what none has dared thou hast done; and whom all the 
world hath flattered, thou only hast cast out of the world and 
despised ; thou hast drawn together all the far-stretched greatness, 
all the pride, cruelty, and ambition of man, and covered it all over 
with these two narrow words, hic jacet.” 

But we, the living, may fill high the ‘‘ bowl with Samian wine,” 
for isnot the Refreshment and Wine Licenses Bill now a lawful Act 
of Parliament? There are to be no more cakes and ale, but there 
are to be Bordeaux and Gascon wines from les premiers crés, and we 
are all to be very virtuous. As to our excuse for making an Act of 
Parliament bear on literatu e, has not Cyrus Redding written delight- 
fully on wines? and is not Mr. Gladstone, who brought in the bill, 
an eminent /ittérateur; yea, one who has translated Horace’s “ winy” 
duet with Lydia?! Those exquisite verses must surely have been 
inspired by an amphora laid down when Sir G. C. Manlius was in office. 
Does not Mr. Sotmore in one of Fielding’s comedies call for a “ gallon 
of wine” in a spunging-house; and do not the carpenters in one of 
Smith’s “leading cases” squabble over a ‘gallon of burgundy ?”’ 
We were about to quote Blackstone as an additional plea, till we 
remembered that the immortal ‘‘ Commentaries” were written over 
port wine and not claret. 

Here is astory (genuine : it came from the late John Wilson, the 
marine painter) about Turner, and which may be useful to Mr. 
Thornbury. ‘The great Joseph William Mallard was in his time 
Professor of Perspective at the Royal Academy ; and much interest 
among both Academicians and students was excited as the time for 
the delivery of the Professor’s customary lecture on his specialité 
drew nigh. On the appointed evening the lecture-hall was crowded, 
and landscape painters quivered in the hope of hearing new and 
strange revelations concerning aerial perspective. Enter J. W. M. 
or J. M. W. The audience is hushed in expectation. He ascends 
the rostrum. You might hear a pin drop. The Professor of 
Perspective fumbles in his pocket, draws forth a blue cotton handker- 
chief, gives utterance to his well-remembered grunt, and, with this 
remarkable observation ‘‘ Left my lecture behind in a coach !” descends 
the steps of the rostrum, and is seen no more that evening. The 
great paysagiste subsequently lectured, it is true; but his discourses 
were of the dryest and most jejeune. 

Croesus prices continue to be given for Dutch pictures. At the 
tale of the Saltmarshe gallery, on Saturday, something like nine 
thousand pounds were realised by the sale of works by Flomings and 
double-Dutchmen. The vu'gar, albeit clever, Jan Steens fetched a 
great deal too much money; but a glorious Rembrandt, and some 
exquisite Ossades, albeit they brought their five and six hundred 
guineas apiece, would not have been dear at any price. 

Russian typography in London has now become an accomplished 
fact: indeed, we should like to know what is not to be found in 
London. We have heard thatthe possessor of a diamond twice as big 
as the Koh-i-noor lives ina garret in Leather-lane, Holborn, and has 
twice taken the benefit of the Insolvent Act, all because he can’t get 
anybody to buy his diamond. As for adepts at alchemy, they are 

Jextiful in the back streets about Clare-market ; and the Perpetual 

Lotion is discovered at least twice a week by a journeyman watch- 
maker in Clerkenwell, who, nobly refusing to injure the interests of 
the ‘‘ trade,” keeps his secret to Rimself. But revenons a nos Russes, 
Muscovite literature in the metropolis is in full swing. The indefati- 
gable M. Herzen, whose tintinabulum ‘‘ Kolokol” may be described 
as the muffin-bell of civilisation ringing in the ear of despotism, has 
edited the “ Memoirs of Lopochin,” and “‘ Sloglav ; or, the Book of 
the Statues of the Council held at Moscow in 1552.” But, most 
wondrous statement of all, we are to have a Russian translation of 
** Buckle’s History of Civilisation.” After all, it is perhaps not so 
very astonishing. The Russians are insatiable readers of we:tern 
literature, and we are fortunate enough ourself to possess a little 
brown paper Moscow edition of the ‘‘Christmas Carol.” It seemed 
certainly odd when we purchased the volume some eighteen hundred 
miles from home to see ‘‘ Scrooge” and “‘ Tiny Tim” gleaming upon 
us in their Sclavenic guise. If this taste for Russian books continues 
we shall expect to see as a frequent announcement in the Regent- 
street shop windows the legend, ‘‘Pa Ruski gavaritt”—‘ Russ 
spoken here,” 

We do'’nt often read the Court Circular ; but, glancing over that 
ineffable chronicle the other day, our eyes and tongue stumbled over 
the queer notification that a lady named ‘‘ Nanebahwuequay”’ had 
called on the Duke of Newcastle at the Colonial Office. Straight did 
our thoughts revert to the affecting history of Pocahontas; and, 
indeed, there is some analogy between the two duskily fair visitors 
to England. ‘ Nanebahwueguay” is otherwise, in the flesb, Mrs. 
Catherine B, Sutton, and she is a Canadian Indian, who, with others 
of her nation, has some land claims to prefer before the Government 
of the Great White Mother. We wish Nanebahwuequay a better 
fate than that of the ‘‘ Indian woman Pocahontas,” who, poor thing ! 
died at Gravesend on her way back to the prairies. 

There was an odd game of cross-purposes, resulting in error in the 
the first paragraph of our last week’s gossip. We spoke of “‘ Rooke’s

THE FARM. 


THE ‘52 election watchword of “‘ After Lord Derby, the deluge,” has 
been most literally verified, as ever since the week which the Peer 
and the race of that ilk made so memorable both in constitutional 
and Scottish history we have scarcely had three fine days. In Ireland 
things have been still worse, as a correspondent, writing on June 14, 
complains that they are in their sixth week of unmitigated moisture. 
Mr. Cuthbert Johnson, the eminent agricultural writer, informs us 
that, according to his rain-guage at Croydon, on Monday last no less 
than 4-039 inches of wet had fallen in eighteen days, which is as 
nearly as possible equivalent to 439 tons of water per acre. The hay 
crops by the side of rivers have in many places suffered severely, 
and we hear of one farmer who has lost upwards of 100 acres from 
the deposits of slush brought down by the flood. Still, although 
many farmers would, like the late John O'Connell, ‘‘ rather die on 
the floor” of their granaries than confess it, there is no vital damage 
done as yet; but one of the chief of the meteorologists, by way of 
caution to mowers, declares that “‘ three or four days of stormy and 
tempestuous weather seem to be anticipated from the peculiar posi- 
tion of Mars and Jupiter, assisted by their willing attendant Mercury.” 
It was rather hard upon corn-growers that, after enduring so much, 
the warmth of Monday should have completely checked the upward 
tendency at Mark Lane, from which 56s. 3d. is the latest average. 

The first dinner of the Agricultural Benevolent Institution, for the 
relief of decayed farmers, their widows and orphans, will be held at 
the London Tavern on Tuesday, with his grace the Duke of Richmond 
in the chair. At [aye the list of vice-presidents and stewards 
looks very formidable on paper, headed by the Dukes of Rutland and 
Buccleuch and seventeen other peers. 

Paris has been holding a great agricultural exhibition in her Palais 
d'Industrie, which was inaugurated by that ever-memorable inter- 
national show where Colonel Towneley, Mr. Jonas Webb, and many 
of our best breeders did battle for us so well. Although this show was 
merely a national one, ‘‘ by far the best specimens of cattle, sheep, 
and pigs,” says the Mark Lane Express, “ avowedly belonged to English 
breeds, without reckoning the evident traces of English blood, espe- 
cially shorthorns, in the many remarkable specimens of crossbreds.” 
The cattle werearranged according to breeds in spacious stalls, running 
in fourfold lines underthe galleries, and the centre of the building was 
transformed into a most lovely garden, with fresh lawns, miniature 
rivers, and waterworks spanned by rustic bridges. ‘The bony, ill- 
shaped, but good-milking Norman breed mustered 122; the red, 
long-legged, and large-framed Flemish, 90; the beautiful white 
Charolais breed, which is nearest akin to our shorthorns, 80; and 
the light yellowish tawny Gascons, 17 : while the Garonaise, Agenaise, 
Femeline, the bright red Salers, and Auvergne, &c., joined the 
array ; and the diminutive and graceful little Bretons numbered 114. 
oe there were 801 animals of the pure French breeda, 
and 379 of foreign, in which the Ayrshires were very prominent. 
These, with an immense class of 146 for crossbreds by a shorthorn 
bull, made up 1470 head of cattle. In order, however, to give any 
conception of this wonderful olla podrida we must acd 546 sheep, 
237 pigs, 70 rabbits, 13 goats, 3976 implements, 3165 specimens 
of agricultural produce, and 1000 horses, under a temporary shed, 
ranging the whole length of the Cours de la Reine. 

The Essex show was held at Saffron Walden, on a regular soaking 
day. Mr. Badham was not allowed to send Emperor, and the cart- 
sire honours fell on Mr. Slater, of Saffron Walden, for his Boxer. 
Mr. Jonas Webb was second with his clever Rising Star, who does a 
geod deal of work on the Babraham farm.

However, Mr. Webb's disappointment, 
both on this head and in the Special Ram Prize, where his Southdowns 
were beaten by Mr. Sexton’s Cotswolds, must have been in some 
measure made up by the encomiums lavished on his yearling heifers, 
Miss Tanqueray and Michaelmas Daisy. Mr. Noake’s bull will 
no doubt make his appearance in the aged class at Canter- 
bury, which is not to rank the white Dr. M‘Hale among its 
pilgrims. We also hear a rumour that Maid of Athelstane and 
the whole of Mr. Douglas's lot will be absentees. The risks of a 
thousand miles of journey from Athelstaneford are anything but 
light. Mr. Langston’s Royal Turk was adjudged the silver cup, as the 
best horned beast in the Banbury yard ; and it will be interesting if 
he and Royal Butterfly come together at Canterbury, as Master 
Butterfly and Grand Turk did a few years ago. Mr. Stratton came 
out in great strength at this show, and carried home seven shorthorn 

rizes. Colonel North got first prizes in the horse, pig, and South- 

own classes ; and it was, of course, Garne, Sheldon, Gillet, Cother, 
Bryan, Druce, Gaskell, Lythall, &c., among the Cotswolds and Ox- 
fordshire Downs. Apropos of shorthorns, we are sorry to hear that 
Captain Gunter’s Sixth Duke of Oxford is shortly to be killed, as he 
is quite useless.

PRESENTATION OF A SILVER BUGLE TO THE 71 
DURHAM RILFES. 


The volunteer movement had made considerable progress in other 
parts of the country before it was taken up in Durham; but the 
tardiness exhibited at the outset has been amply redeemed by the 
vigour and spirit displayed on all sides after the matter had been 
earnestly taken in hand. We are glad to find that amongst the 
volunteers of Durham the importance of discipline has been fully 
recognised, and the attention which they have given to the careful 
instructions of Sergeant-Major Flack has its reward in the very 
cordial reception which they meet with whenever they appear in 
ublic, The estimation in which the corps is held has been mani- 
ested in a variety of ways; but the most striking instance of this 
feeling was afforded on Whit Monday, when the ladies of Durham 
did the volunteers the distinguished honour of presenting the corps 
with a silver bugle, and the High Sheriff of the county entertained 
the whole of the members at his magnificent residence, Burn Hall.

DEPARTURE OF THE “GREAT EASTERN” 
FOR NEW YORK. 
THE Great Eastern was to have left Southampton for New York on 
Saturday last as soon as the tide had turned her head to rea, ani the 
Havre, Medina, Gem, and other steamers were advertised to ve 
the pier or docks at three p m., to tuke persons down the river to see 
her start on her first voyage. A small steamer was to start from the 
docks at a quarter-past two for the Great Hastern, with passenvers 
and some of the directors, This steamer was not ready to start much 
before three o'clock, and just at that time there came on a tremen- 
dous storm of wind, rain, thunder, and lightning, which raged with 
great violence for more than two hours. As soon as it had some- 
what abated the passengers started for the great ship, and got on 
board between four and five o'clock. With the exception of the 
steam getting up, there appeared little preparation on board ‘or 
starting, but about half-past five the pilut ordered preparations to be 
made for strangers to leave the ship. At this time the passengers 
and their friends were at dinner in the saloon. In about ten mini '«s 
all strangers got on board a small steamer aongside, and the captain's 
wife also then left the ship. Three cheers, led off by the Mayor of 
Southampton on board the small steamer, were replied to on beard 
the Great Hastern. At this time tho weather was so bad that, wut 
with the rain and thick mist, Southampton could scarcely be see: in 
the distance, and, with the prospect of a dirty night before him, 
Captain Vine Hall most wisely determined not to put to sea bef: re 


the following morning. There were about forty passengers on bor rd, 
several of whom embarked at the last moment. 

On Sunday morning at five o’clock the smoking funnels showed 
that the Great Hastern was again preparing to start; the win’ was 


blowing freshly from nearly due north, with heavy clouds flying ty, 
and all the prospect of a wet, stormy day. At a few minutes post 
eight the weather brightened for a short time, her moorings «ere 
cast off, and the fore staysail; hoisted under its influence. he 
stupendous, noble vessel payed off her head towards her course as 
accompanied simply by the

threaded her way past Calshot and through the west or Ne /!es 
assage into the Channel, under the pilotage of Mr. Bowyer, wh» loft 
er three miles outside the Needles at 10.20a m., and proceeding on 
her passage all well, and was last scen at 7;.m. three miles oviside 
the Eddystone. 
The run to New York is expected to be accomplished in ten days ; 


the Adriatic has just made a return voyage from New York to 
Southampton, and the /ersia to Queenstown in ten days, and, con- 
sidering the relative amount of horse power and tonnage of there 
vessels, as compared with those of the Greot Hastern, her reaching 


New York within the period named will be regarded asa satisfactory 
achievment. The speed she was originally expected to attain wos 
fourteen knots an hour, and if this speed was not fully accomplished 


during the recent experimental trip the result may be fairly attri- 
buted to extraneous causes and obstacles which will in due time be 
obviated. The New York pilot, Mr. Murphy, was highly satisfied 
with the capabilities of the vessel during the last trial on Saturday 
week. Thirty-six passengers, including several ladies, will ! rave the 
perils, if any, of the first voyage. The majo.ity of the passengers 
are Americans. Mr. Gooch and Captain Carnegie, R.N., two cf the 
directors, also go out in the ship. 

It was quite as well she did not start the previons evening, for, on 
passing Alum Bay, a large troop ship was discovered on the rocks ; 
this was the Granger, with invalid troops from India, driven there 
during the gale of the previous evening.

Ture New Act on Rerresuuent Houses anp WivE Licenses. 


Last Saturday the new Act was printed for granting duties on wine licenses 
and refreshment houres, and for regulating the licensing of refreshment 
houses and the granting of wine licenses. This Act is to come into operation 


“from and after the Ist of July, 1260,” when the new duties are to be 
levied. For every license to keep a refreshment house, where the house is 
under the value of £20 a year, 10s. 61. is to be charged. At £20 and upwards, 
£1 1s. For every license to any licensed keeper of a refreshment house to 


sell therein by retail foreign wine, to be consumed on the premises, if the 


house is under £50 a year, the duty to be £3 3s. ; and if £50 or upwards, 
then £5 5s. To sell wine not to be consumed on the premises, where the 
rent is under £50, the charge is £3 3s. a year; and above £50, to be paid 
£5 58. There are forty-six sections in the Act, and schedules contain'ng the 


form of licenses to be taken out, by which the parties undertake properly to 
conduct the place, and not to permit drunkenness or any gaming whatever, 
or to suffer bad characters to assermble therein. These conditions a 
enforced in respect of refrest ment houres to sell wine to be consume the 
















premises. The parties to undertake not to mix any spirit or drugs witb the 
wine, and properly to conduct the place. The license to sell wine not to be 
consumed on the premises: The sale is to be in “‘ reputed quart or pint 
bottles only,” and not to adulterate t ame under penalties. The licenses 
are to terminate on the Ist of April in each year. All constables and police 
officers are empowered to visit licer refreshment houses, which are liable 
to penalties for refusing to almit the officers. The houses are nut to be 
open before five o'clock inthe morn nd not after twelve o’clock at night,

THE WELLINGTON TREE ON THE FIELD 
OF WATERLOO. 


Tux original Sketch, which forms the rubject of our Engraving, was 
made on the spot by the late Lady Ravensworth, in the month of 
June, 1816, just twelve months after the Battle of Waterloo. It has 
been presented to bis Grace the Duke of Wellington by the present 
Lori Ravensworth as an authentic memorial (possibly the only one 
in existence) of a tree which is now famous in history. The 
itself, under whose shelter the great English commander rested 
during all the early part of the battle, has long since fallen under the 
axe, and is said to have been cut up into suuffboxes. It stood, as 
is ——— in the plate, by the side of the main road to the village 
of Waterloo, and thence to Brussels, on a slight rise of ground 
termed the Mount St. Jean. Nearly all its lower branches had been 
shattered by the enemy’s fire, and the whole trunk was so perforated 
by bullets that it appears miraculous how the Duke could have 
remained unhurt during many hours in so perilous a position. In 
fact, nearly all his staff were either killed or wounded; but it seems 
that Providence ‘guarded a life so precious to his country. This 
record of so interesting an object, given in the anniversary week of 
the Battle of Waterloo, cannot fail to excite the attention and gratify 
the curiosity of our readers. 





SCIENTIFIC NEWS. 


Tue ProracaTion or Evectricity in moderate conductors has 
been the subject of a course of experiments by M. J. M. Gaugain. They 
are described by him in the Annales de Chimie, with illustrative engravings, 
showing the electroscopes and other apparatus employed. The same number 
contains some studies in clectrolysis by M. Buff. 


Acapemy or Scrences, Pants —M. Kummer (mathematician) 
and M. Ratbke (naturalist) have been elected corresponding members, in 
the room of MM. Plana and Ebrenberg, recently elected Foreign Associates. 


Cuemistry.—The LRépertoire de Chimie contains notes of the 
experiments of MM. Eisenstuck and Bussenius on the constituents of 
naphtha, especially petroleum and tri-nitro-petroleum. M. Schibler, in 
operating on the copal resins of Manilla and Africa, has obtained a colourless 
oil of an agreeable odour, which dissolves caoutchouc, and presents properties 
analogous to those of the oil obtained from amber by Depping. 

M. Berthelot, eminent for his researches on sugars, has laid 


before the Academy of Sciences a new memoir ‘On the glucosic fermenta- 
tion of cane-sugar” with relation to the action of yeast in brewing. 


Puaysiotocy or Drowninc.—M. Beau has laid before the 
French Academy an account of his experiments on this subject made = 
dogs. He poe as the result his belief that the death of the drowned has 
the greatest resemblance to that which happens in consequence of a tetanic 
affection of the nerves of respiration.— Comptes Rendus. 


Topacco.—M. Schlesing has laid before the French Academ 
a continuation of his researches on the combustibility of tobacco, mainly 
with the important object of determining the nature of the soil uired for 
ite cultivation. He has experimented on a piece of land near Boulogne. 
In the Comptes Renlus the results are given in a tabular form. 


Viratity or Toaps—In 1852 M. Seguin inclosed some toads 
and vipers in masses of plaster, with the object of testing their powers of 
sustaining life under such circumstances. Two of these blocks, sent 
recently to the French Academy of Sciences, were opened in the presence 
of a committee: one block contained a toad, the other a viper; both were 

uite dried up and had evidently been dead for some time. M. Milne- 

wards on this occasion referred to similar experiments made by his 
brother, and stated that the inclosed animals seldom lived more 
eighteen months.
